Then Mr. Attorney Ge- 

neral reported the Amendments made in the Committee 

to the Bill for the better regulating Tryals by Nifi Prius 

dn the County of Middlefex ; which being.agreed to, the 

faid Bill was order’d to be ingrofs’d. In a Grand Com. 

mittee, fome Progrefs was made in the Bill for the bette: 
preventing collufive Seizures of foreign Goods, &c. 

The next Day, a Bill for /atisfying the Damages and 
Loffes fuffer’d by Daniel Campbel, E/q; in a late Riot at 
Glafgow, @c. was read the firit, and order’d to be read a 
fecond Time ; as was alfo a Bill for repealing the Duty 
upon Snuff, and for afcertoining the Value thereof, and for 
giving further Encouragement to the Greenland Fi/hery, 


After this, Mr. Speaker was order’d to Iffue his Warrant 
fora new Writ, for ele&ting a Burgefs for the Borough of 
“Helfton in the County of Cornwal/, in the Room of Sir 
Clement Wearg, Kt. deceas’d. In a Committee of the 
whole Houfe, the Commons ceniider’d of the Petition of 
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Richard Manley, Gent. and the reft of the Suitors of the 
Court of Chancery, and came to feveral Refolutions ; and 
then the Houfe proceeded to take into Confideration the 
Amendments made in ‘the Grand Committee, to the Bill 
for building a Bridge crofs the River of Thames, &r. 
which, with fome other Amendments, were agreed to, 
and the faid Bill order’d to be ingrofs’d. ne 

On Wednefday the 4th, a Petition of the Water-Gil- 
ders, Leaf-Gilders, Silverers of feveral Manufa&tures of 
Brafs, Copper, Gc. praying to be heard by their Coun- 
fel againft a Claufe,in-the Bill for the better preventing 
Frauds and Abufes in the manufacturing Gold and Silver 
Wares, &c. was read, and referr’d to the Confideration 
of the Committee to whom the faid Bill was committed, 
before whom the Petitioners were left at Liberty to be 
heard by their Counfel: Then Sir Georze Oxenden, from 
the Committee of the whole Houfe, reported the Refo- 
lutions in Favour of the Suitors of the Court of Chan- 
tery, which (with an Amendment to one of them) ‘were 
agreed to-as follow : : 

t. That towards Satisfa@ion of the Debts and De- 
mands of the Suitors of the Court of Chancery, from 
the deficient Mafters of that Court, there be laid an ad- 
ditional Duty of Sixpence upon every Piece of Vellum, 
or Parchment, or Piece of Paper, upon which any ori- 
ginal Writ (except fuch Original on which a Writ Of 
Capias iffues) Subpoena, Bill of Middit/ey, Latitat, Writ 
of Capias, Quo minus, Writ of dedinitts poteftatem, totake 
Anfwer, examine Witneffes, or appoint Guardians, or 
any other Writ whatfoever, or any ‘other Procefs “or 
Mandate that fhall iffue out of, or pafs the Seals of afiy 
the Courts at We/tminfter, Courts of the Great Seffions in 
Wales, Courts in the Counties “Palatine, or any other 
Court whatfoever, holding Plea where the Debt or Di- 
mage doth amount to Forty Shillings or above, ‘or the 
Thing in Demand is of that Value, flratl be ingroffed or 
written (Writs of Covenant for levying Fines, Write of 
Entry for fuffering Common Recoveries, and Writs of 
Habeas Corpus, excepted.) . 

2. That towatds Satisfaction of the Debts and Dé- 
mands ef the Suitors of the Court of Chancery, froin 
the deficient Mafters of that Court, ‘there be laid an‘4d- 
ditional Duty of Sixpence, upon every ‘Piece of *Vél- 
Jum, Parchment, or Paper, upon ‘which~any Entry ‘of 
Aion in the Mayoz’s and Sheriffs ‘Courts ‘of orn 
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and in Courts in all Corporations, and other Courts what- 
foever, out of which no Writs, Proce{s or Mandates iltue, 
holding of Plea, where-the Debt or Damage doth a- 
mount to forty Shillings or above) fhall be ingrofled or 
written. 

3. That towards Satisfaftion of the Debts and De- 
mands of the Suitors of the Court-of Chancery, from 
the deficient Mafters of that Court; there be laid an 
additional Duty of Sixpence upon every Skin or Piece 
of Vellum, or Parchment, or Sheet of Paper, upon 
which fhall be ingrofs’d or written any Citation or Mo- 
. nition made in any Ecclefiaftical Court. 

4. That the faid Duties be laid for the Term of fix- 
teen Years: Anda Bill was order’d to be brought in, 
purfuant to the faid Refolutions. 

The next Day (May sth) a Petition of the Provoft, 
Magiftrates, and Town-Councils of the City of Gle/zow 
in North-Britain, was prefented to the Houfe, and read, 
praying, that they might be heard by their Counfel a 
gainft the Bill for vefting in his Majefty an Impojition of 
two Pennies Scots upon ail Ale and Beer brew'd and fold 
in the City of Glafgow and Privileges thereof, for fatisfying 
the Damages and Loffes which Daniel Campbell, E/4; ‘late- 
ly fuffer’d in a Riot there: Which Petition was granted, 
and 'referr’d to the Confideration of the Committee to 
whom the faid Bill was committed. After this, in a 
Committee of the: whole Houfe, the Commons went 
through the’ Bild for the more effettual preveuting Bribery 
and Corruption in the Eleétions of Members to ferve in Par- 
liament, and made feveral Amendments thereto ; and 
then in a Grand Committee, upon the Bill for the better 
preventing collufive Seizures of foreign Goods, &c. heard 
the Commiffioners of the Cuftoms, who examin’d a Wit- 
nefs in relation to fradulent Praétices carry’d on in the 
Ifle of Man, to the Prejudice of his Majefty’s Revenue 
of Cuftoms; and made a further Progrefs in the Bill. 

On: Friday the 6th of May, the ingrofs’d Bill for better 
vegulating Tryals by Nifi prius in the County of Middlefex, 
was read the third Time, pafs’d, and fent to the Lords ; 
and: then the Grand Committee on the Bill in Behalf of 
Daniel Campbel, Efq; heard Counfel, and examin’d Wit- 
neffes upon the Petition of the Magiftrates of the City 
of Gla/gow, and went through the faid Bill. After 
this, the Houfe refolv’d itfelf again into a Grand Com- 
“mittee, and heard. Counfel and examin’d Witnefles for 
and againtt the Bill for the more effeftual draining and pre- 
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fervation of the North Divifion of the great Level of the 
Fens called Bedford Level, dy a new Out-fall to the Sea. 

The next Day, the Commons order’d their Speaker to 
Iffue his Warrant for a new Writ for eleéting a Burgefs 
for Prefton in Amounderne/s in the County of Lancafter, 
in the Room of Daniel Pulteney, Efq; who had accepted 
the Office of Clerk of the Council in Ireland. After 
which, Mr. Alderman Child reported the Amendments 
made by the Committee, to the Bill for the better pre- 
venting of Frauds and Abufes in the Manufaéturing of Gold 
and Silver Wares, which, with another Amendment 
made by the Houfe, were agreed to, and the faid Bill 
order’d to be ingrofs’d ; as was alfo the Bill in Behalf of 
Daniel Campbel, Efq; Sir George Oxenden prefented to the 
Houfe a Bill for the Relief of the Suitors of the High Court 
of Chancery, which was read the firft, and order’d to be 
read a fecond Time ; Sir ohn Rufhout reported the A- 
mendments made inthe Committee of the whole Houfe, 
to the Bill for the more effeétual preventing Bribery and ~ 
Corruption in the Elettion of Members to ferve in Parlia- 
ment, which, with another Amendment made by the 
Houfe, were agreed to, and the Bill order’d to be en- 
grofs’d ; and then, in a Grand Committée, the Commons 
went through the Bill to prevent unlawful Combina- 
tions of Werk-men employ’d in the Woollen Manu- 
faftures, and for better Payment of their Wages. 

On Monday the gth of May, the ingrofs’d Bill for the 
better preventing of Frauds and Abufes in the manufattw 
ving of Gold and Silver Wares, was read the third Time, 
pafs’d and fent up to the Lords 5 as was alfo the Bill 
for fatisfying the Damages and Loffes fuffer’d by Daniel 
Campbel, E/q; in a late Riot at Glafgow ; and likewife 
the Bill for the more effeétual preventing Bribery and Cor- 
ruption in the Election of Members to ferve in Parliament. 
After this, Sir William Yonge reported the Amendments 
made in the Grand Committee, to the Bill to prevent un- 
lawful Combinations of Workmen employ'd in the Woollen Ma- 
nufattures, and for. the better Payment of their Wagess 
which, with other Amendments made by the Houfe, 
were agreed to, and the faid Bill was order’d to be in- 
grofs’d. Then the Houfe went into a Grand Committee, 
to confider further of the Supply, and refolv’d to grant 
the Sum of Seven Thoufand Pounds towards the Charge 
of building and repairing the Barracks and Fortifications 
in that Part of Great Britain call’d) Scotlanfl; and “3 
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wife ina Grand Committee, the Bill for repealing the 
Duty upon Snuff, Gc. was gone through, and feveral 
Amendments were made to it. 

The next Day, the ingroffed Bill for building a Bridge 
erofs the River of Thames from the Town of Fulham in 
the County of Middlefex, to the Town of Putney in the 
County of Surrey, was read the third Time, and (with 
an Amendment made thereto by the Houfe) pafs’d, and 
fent tothe Lords. The Bill for Relief of the Suitors of 
the High Court of Chancery, was read a fecond Time, 
and committed to a Committee of the whole Houfe ; 
Mr. Farrer reported the preceding Day’s Refolution on 
the Supply, which was agreed to; and he alfo reported 
the Amendments made in the Grand Committee, to the 
Bill for repealing the Duty upon Snuff, Gc. which were 
agreed to, and the faid Bill order’d to be ingrofs’d. 

On Wednefday the 11th, the Commons proceeded to 
take into Cenfideration the Charter granted to the Prefi- 
dent and Fellows of the College of St. Paul in Bermuda, 
in the 11th Year of King George’s Reign ; as alfo the fe- 
veral Papers laid before the Houfe, relating to the Lands 
in St. Chriftopher’s, yielded by France to Great Britain by 
the Treaty of Utrecht; upon which it was refolv’d, 
That an humble Addrefs be prefented to his Majefty, 
That out of the Lands in St. Chriffopher’s, yielded by 
France to Great Britain, his Majefty would be gracioufly 
pleas'd to make fuch Grant for the Ufe of the Prefident 
and Fellows of the College of St. Paul in Bermuda, as 
his Majefty fhould think proper. Then the Commons 
ina Grand Committee, went through the Bill for ve/?- 
ing the real and perfonal Eftates of Richard Hampden, 
Eq; in Truftees, &c. . 

The next Day, the ingrofs’d Bill to prevent unlawful 
Combinations of Workmen employ’d in the Woollen Manu- 
fattures, &c. was read the third Time, pafs’d, and fent 
to the Lords ; and the Houfe having taken into Confide- 
ration the Amendments made by the Lords to the Bill 
entituled, An Aét for better fecuring the Moneys and Ef- 
fetts of the Suitors of the Court of Chancery, the faid A- 
mendments were agreed to. After this, the ingroffed 
Bill for repealing the Duty laid upon Snuff, and for a/cer- 
taining the Rates according to which the remaining Duties 
are to be paid, and for giving further Encouragement to the 
Greenland Fifhery, was read the third time, «amended, 
pafs'd, andafent to the Lords. After this, according to 
the Defire of the Lords, fignify’d to the Houfe by a 
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Meffage, the Commons refolv’d, That George Wade, Efg;, 


Sir James Campbell, Bart, Sir ‘fohn Shaw, Bart. Major 
William Erskine, Duncon Forbes, Efq3 and Henry Cunning. 
ham, Efq; have leave to attend the Lords in relation to 
the Bill*in Behalf of Daniel Campbell, Efg; if. they 
thought fit. An Order was made for the proper Officer 
to lay before the Houfe a Copy of the Record of the 
Proceedings upon the Information in the Court of King’s 
Bench, againtt “John Ward, Efq; a Member of the Houfe ; 
and Mr.Farrer having reported the Amendments made 
in the Grand Committee, to the Bill for the better pre- 
wenting collufive Seimures of Foreign Goods, Gc. the faid 
Amendments were agreed to, and the Bill order’d to 
be ingrofs’d. - 

On Friday the 13th, the Record relating to ohn Ward, 
Efq; being laid before the Houfe, Mr. Ward was order’d 
to attend in his Place upon Monday Morning next ; and 


Mr. Farrar having reported: the Amendments made in | 


the Grand Committee, to Mr, Hampden’s Bill, the faid 
Amendments were agreed to, with another Amendment 
made by the Houfe, and the Bill order’d to be engrofe’d. 
Then the Order of the Day for the Houfe to refolve it 
felf into a Committee of the whole Houfe upon the Bill 
for Relief of the Suitors of the High Court of Changery, be- 
ing read, a Petition of Edward Conway, Efq3 (one of the 
Mafters in ordinary of the High Court of Chancery) and 
alfo of Margaret Wife of the faid Edward Conway, and 
Whitmore Conway their eldeft Son, was prefented to the 
Houfe-and-read, fetting forth, That the Petitioner Ed- 
ward being, upon the Refignation of ohn Orlebar, Efgs 
on the 10th of Fanuary, 1720, admitted into the Office 
of Mafter in Chancery, Mr. Orlebar was order’d to pay 
and deliver over to him, all the Money and Effeéts of 
the Suitors of the Court, then in his Hands; but Me. 
Orlebar. retained, out of the Suitors Money, Six Thou- 
fand Pounds, which was never paid to the Petitioner: 
That on the Petitioner’s Admiffiion into the faid Office, 
he paid out of the faid Suitors Money, to the Earl of 
Macclesfield, (then Lord Chancellor) or for his Ufe, the 
further Sum of Fifteen Hundred Pounds ; aad Five 
Hundred Pounds more of the faid Suitors Money, which 
was to have been paid to the Petitioner, was ftopp'd, to 
be apply’d towards making up the Deficiency of Mx. 
Dormer, (formerly a Mafter of the faid Court) That by 
Mr. Holford’s Report, now lying before the Houfe, the 
Petitioner is reported to be deficient in his. Account “4 

the 
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the Money and Effeéts of the Suitors of the Court, in 
the Sum of Twenty Thoufand Five Hundred Fifty Three 
Pounds, Four Shillings, Three Pence half-penny, in 
which the feveral Sums beforemention’d are included, 
tho” he réceiv’d no Benefit thereof. That the Petitioner 
Edward, in order to make good the Deficiency where- 
with he is charg’d, hath convev'd all hisreal Eftate, be- 
ing upwards of Five Hundred Pounds per Anjuin, to 
Mr. Holford ; and the other Petitioners have join’d in a 
Fine and Recovéry thereof; and the faid Eftate (having 
been expofed to Sale) appears to be of Value fufficient to 
anfwer the faid Deficiency, ‘if the Sums before mention’d 
may be allow’d. That the Petitioners Margaret and 
Whitmore, in order to free the Petitioner Edward, ha- 
ving joined in the faid Fine and Recovery, have'thereb 
given up all their Eftate and Intereft in the faid Eftate, 
towards. making good the faid Deficiency, without which 
the whole muft have remain’d a Deficiency, and they 
are thereby fttipp’d of all Provifion for their Subfiltence, 
in cafe of Death or Difability of the Petitioner Ed- 
ward, and therefore praying the Confideration of the 
Houfe, and fuch Relief as the Houfe fhall think fir: 
Which Petition was referr’d to the Confideration ef the 
Committee of the whole Houfe ; who having that Day 
made fome Progrefs in the faid Bill, order’d the War- 
den of the Freet, to bring Richard Godfrey, Efq; in his 
Cuftody, to attend the Committee of the whole Houfe, 
upoh the Monday next following, when ‘John Orlebar., 
Efq; Nicholas Paxton, Efq; Henry Edwards, E(g; and 
Peter Cottingham, Efq; were alfo order’d to attend the 
faid Committee. 

‘On Montlay the 16th of May, the Commons order’d 
their Speaker to iffue his Warrant for a new Writ. for 
the ele&ting a Paron, to ferve in this Pariianent, for the 
Town and Port of Rye in the County of Su/fex, in the 
Room of Philfps Gybbon, Elq; who had accepted the Of- 
fice of Stirveyor-General of his Majetty’s Land Revenue. 
The ingrofs’d “Bill for the Improvement_of his Maje/?y’s 
Revenues of Cuftoms, Excife, and Inland Duties, was rea 
‘the ‘thitd Time, pafs’d, and fetit'to the Lords ; as was 
alfo ‘the Bill ‘for vefttng in Truftves the real and per/onal 
Eftates of Richard Aampien, E/j, and Mr. Treafurer 
reported to the Houfe, that their Addrefs, in Behalf of 
‘the Prefidertt and ‘Fellows of the College of St. Paul in 
Bermuda, Waving been prefented to his Majefty, the 
fame was téceiv’d ‘very gracioufly ; ‘arid ‘his Majefty hd 
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commanded him to acquaint the Houfe, that his Majefly 
would readily concur with the Defire of ‘this Houfe, in pro 
moting fo pious an Undertaking. After this, the Houfe 
took into Confideration the Copy of the Record of the 
Procecding upon the Information in the Court of King’s 
Bench, againft John Ward, Efq; a Member of this Houfe, 
and the faid Mr. Ward not attending in his Place, pur. 
fuant to the Order of the Houfe for that Purpofe, Tho 
mas Hollingshead, one of the Meffengers belonging to the 
Serjeant at Arms, was call’d in, and being examin’d, 
gave the Houfe an Account of his leaving Copies of the 
aid Orders at Mr. Ward’s Houfes in London and at Hack- « 
ney, and that, upon Inquiry after the faid Mr. Ward, he 
was inform’d, that Mr. Ward was gone from his faid 
Houfes: And it appearing by the faid Record, that "John 
Ward, Efq; upon an Information in the Court of King’s 
Bench exhibited-againft him, had this prefent Eafter 
Term, been conviéted of the Crime of Forgery, it was 
refolv’d, nemine contradicente, that the faid ‘ohn Ward, 
Efq;. be expell’d this Houfe. Then, in a Grand Com- 
mittee, the Commons went through the Bill for Relief 

of the Suitors of the High Court of Chancery. 
_ The next Day, the Commons read the firft Time, an 
ingroffed Bill from the Lords, intituled, An AG to de- 
clare and fettle the Rights and Intereft of Executors to the 
Eftates of Teftators : And a Motion being made, and the 
Queftion put, that the faid Bill be read a fecond Time, 
it pafs’d in the Negative. But the Amendments made, 
in the Grand Committee, to the Bill for the Relief of 
the Suitors of the High Court of Chancery, being agreed to, 
the faid Bill was order’d to be ingros’d. Then in a Grand 
Committee, the Commons went through the Bill for 
Sale of fuch of the forfeited Eftates in Scotland, as re- 
main unfold, and are vefted in the Crown, Cc. and made 
feveral Amendments thereto ; which being the next Day 
reported and agreed to, the faid Bill was order’d to be 
ingtofs’d. The fame Day (May 18) the Commons took 
into Confideration the Amendments made by the Lords 
to the Bill intituled, An <Aé to prevent frivolous and 
wexatious Arrefts, which were twice read, and a Debate 
arifing in the Houfe thereupon, the faid Debate was ad- 
journ’d ’till the next Morning ; after which, the Com- 
mons agreed to the Amendments made by the Lords to 
the Bill intituled, An Aét for continuing an A& for the 
more effe&tual punifhing wicked and evil-difpofed Pet- 
fons going arm’d in Djfguife, and doing Injuries and 
= 8 Violencts 
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Violences to the Perfons and Properties of his Majefty’s 
Subje&ts, and, for making the faid Att more effectual. 

his Day in the Houfe of Peers, the Order of the 
Day being read, for taking into further Confideration 
that Part of the printed Votes of the Houfe of Com- 
mons of the 24th of March 1725, purporting to be a 
Meffage to that Houfe from his Majefty, under his 
Royal Sign Manual. 

And the fame being read by the Clerk, after Debate, 
it is order’d, That the further Confideration of that 
Part of the faid printed Votes be adjourh’d to this Day 
Fortnight. : 

The Houfe being moved, That an huimble Addrefs be 
prefented to his Majefty, reprefenting the fatal Confe- 
quences which muft happen to this Kingdom, when 
any Advice fhall be given to the Crown, whereby the 
Council and Affiftance of this Houfe fhall not be asked, 
at the fame Time that the Council and Affiftance of the 
Houfe of Commons fhall be asked, in Matters which 
eoncern the Peace and Safety of this Kingdom, and 
moft earneftly to befeech his Majefty, that he will, for 
the future, difcourage all fuch Councils as fhall tend, in 
fo unwaifantable and dangerous a Manner, to the De- 
ftruftion of the Rights of this Houfe. 

After Debate; the Queftion was put, Whether fuch 
an Addrefs fhall be prefented to his Majetty ? 

It was refolv’d in the Negative.

nuities thai] be fairly enter’d in a Book for that Purpofe, 
to be perufed gratis: All the Annuities thall be Perfo 
nal Eflates, and fhall not be deemed Real Eftates. 

‘ The Commiffioners or Corporation fhall not have any 
Share in the Company, or Undertaking, and all Bargains 
for fuch Stock thall always be null and void. 

But the Commiffioners may borrow Money on. this 
A&, or grant Annuities. 

The Commijfioners and their Agents or Officers may 
remove Shelfs in the River of Thames, and make the 
River deeper. 

All Stones and other Materials for making or repairing 
the Bridge, fhall always be deemed to belong to- the 
Commiffioners and Corporation. 

If the Bridge, in Times to come, fhall receive fuch 
Damage by unforefeen Accidents, or Tempetts, that 
the Paffage thereof may for fome Time be dangerous, 
the Corporation may fet up a Ferry crofs the Thames, 
and take Tol! ; and all Profits anifing thereby, fhall be 
apply’d as the Tolls granted by this A& are appointed, 
and not otherwife. 

The Ferry fhall continue no longer than “till the 
Bridge is repaired. Z 
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It thall not be lawful to build the Bridge, ’till ample 
Satisfaction be made to the Owners and Leffees of the 
Horfe and Foot Ferries’ between Putney and Fulham : 
And the Commiffioners, on Application by the Proprie- 
tors of the Ferries, are to enquire what Damage they 
may receive by building the intended Bridge, and to ap- 
portion what Recompenfe fhall be made, and to whom, 
by a Jury of twelve indifferent Men of the County of 
Surrey ; and fuch Determination thall be binding againft 
all Parties; and the Commiffioners may adminifter an 
Oath to and examine Witneffles ; and may iffue their 
Warrants to the Sheriff of Surrey, to return a Jury of 
24 difinterefted Perfons, to appear at fuch a Time and 
Place as in the Warrant is appointed; and for Default of 
a fuflicient Number, the Sheriff fhall return other honeft 
Men of the Standers by, or that can be fpeedily procu- 
red ; andall Perfons fhall have their lawful Challenges s 
and the Commiffioners may. impofe a reafonable Fine on 
the Sheriff, or on the Perfons fummon’d on any fuch Jury

All Satisfa&tion, purfuant to fuch Judgment, fhal! be 
charged on the Moneys borrow’d or raifed for the Pur- 
pofes of the At, and fhall be paid, before it fhall be 
lawful to ere&t the Bridge, or any Part thereof. 

If no Application for Damages be made before 24 

ne, 1727, the Commiffioners may proceed to build the 

ridge, and are to have fpecial Regard to the Neigh 
bouring Lands, and to prevent Overflowings ; and if 
any fuch fhall at any Time happen, forthwith to reme- 
dy and provide againft the fame for the future. 

All Bifhops of London fhall have free Paffage over the 
Bridge, and through all Paffages thereto belonging, and 
over all Ferries to be fet up by Authority of this A&, 
and all Perfons to them belonging, or refiding in the 
Epifcopal Palace at Fulham, in lieu of their Privilege of 
the Ferry of Fulham, in cafe the faid Ferry be extin- 
guifhed, 

For fupplying a fufficient Number of Commifiioners 
in Cafe of Deaths or refufing to aét, any Nine of them, 
by Writing under their Hands and Seals, ‘till the Cor- 
ars fhall be erefted, may ele& others in their Room, 
Notice being firft given in the London Gazette 1a Days 
before ; and every new Commiffioner fhall have fava 
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Power to a&t with the other Cemmifflioners : And after a 
Corporation fhail be erected, the Members thall be ele. 
ed and qualify’d according to fuch Regulations as thalk 
be pref{cribed by their Charter. 

No Commiflioner fhall be capable of having any Place; 
of Profit arifing. out of the Tolls, or have any Share or 
Intereft in any Contra&t.or Agreement for effe&ting the 
Purpofes of this A&. 

This Aé& thall not prejudice or take away the Jurif- 
digtion of the Mayor, Commonalty, and Citizens of 
London, upon the River of Thames, except to remove 
Shelts, or deepen or widen the River. 

This A& thall beefteemed a Publick A& ; and if any 
“Ation fhall be brought for Things done in purfuance of 
this Act, it fhall. be laid in Surry; and the Defendant 
may ‘plead the General Iffue, &c. and on a Verdia, Ge, 
recover Treble Cofts.

commend it to you, that at your firft general Meeting in 
the Month of “uly next, you do take into your Confide- 
ration the State of the faid ‘Fitheries and rs 
an 
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and of the Moneys provided for encouraging the {me ; 
and that by your felves or by Committees of your Num- 
ber, you devife and propofe, the particular Methods, 
Rules and Regulations which to you fhall feem the moft 
proper, for the Application of the faid Sums, towards 
the encouraging and promoting of Fifheries, and fuch 

’ other Manufaftures and Improvements in Scotland, as 
fhall moft conduce to the general Good of the United 
Kingdom ; and that you return to us the Propofitions in 
which you fhall have agreed, to the End that upon due 
Confideration thereof, a certain Method may be fettled 
for the Application and Management of thofe Sums for 
the future. The Welfare of our Loving People of Scot- 
land, and the Profperity of the Royal Burrows, is fo

N the 23d of April, Sit Charles Wager; with the 

Squadron of his Majefty’s Ships under his Com. 
mand, came to an Anchor in the Road of Copenhagen, 
The 25th, he had an Audience of the King of Denmark, 
was receiv’d very gracioufly, and prefented Sir George 
Walton, and the Commanders of the Ships, to his Da- 
nifh Majefty. Sir Charles Wager had the Honour to dine 
at the King’s Table ; and Sir George Walton, with the 
other Commanders, were entertain’d at another Table, 
by the King’s Officers. On the 2d of May, Sir Charles 
Wager, with the Squadron, fail’d from Copenhagen, and 
on the 6th, came to an Auchor at Elfenabb, near Stock- 
holm. The 8th he went to that City, and on the roth 
had Audience of the King of Sweden, in the Prefence of 
feveral of the Senators, being introduced by Mr. Poyntz, 
the Britifh Envoy Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary. 
‘Sir Charles Wager deliver’d a Letter from the King his 
Mafter to his Swedi/h Majefty, by whom he was gra- 
cioufly receiv’d ; and afterwards had the Honour, to- 
gether with Mr. Poyntz, to dine with his Majefty. On 
the 14th, the Squadron of Dani/h Men of War fail’d 
from Copenhagen for the Ifland of Bornholm, in Order to 
join the Briti/h Squadron ; and on the Dread of this fore 
midable Fleet, the Court of Ruffia thought fit to fufpend 
the fitting out of their large Men of War, and only to 
equip fome Frigates. 

About this Time the Czarina was invefted with the 
Illuftrious Polifh Order of the White Eagle ; of which 
Ceremony, the following Relation was fent from Peters- 
bourg, dated May 14. 


a King of Poland has of late given a thining 
Proof of his fingular Efteem and Regard for the 
Emprefs our Sovereign, by conferring on her the Order 
of the White Eagle, whereof M. le Fort, the Poli/h En- 
voy Extraordinary, receiv’d fome Days paft the Collar 
for her Imperial Majefty. This Collar ( which may 
pafs for one of; the richeft, confidering the Value of the 
_ Brilliants) was accompany’d with two Letters from the 
King of Poland, one for the Emprefs, and the other for 
Prince de Menxikoff, By the latter, his Poli/h Majetty 

Cc appointed 
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appointed that Prince his Ambaflador Plenipotentiary 
to veft her Imperial Majeity with the Order of the 
White Eagle, as being the eldeft Knight of that Order in 
Ruffia. On the 4th Inflant, M. /e Fort had, on this Oc- 
cafion, an Audience of the Emprefs, to whom he noti- 
fy’d the King his Mafter’s Intention, by delivering his 
Majetty’s Letter, couch’d in moft obliging Terms, and 
to which her Imperial Majefty made a fuitable Anfwer, 
Some Days after, Prince de Menzikoff had likewife an 
Audience of the Emprefs, te whom he communicated 
the Contents of the Letter the King had wrote to him, 
defiring her Imperial Majefty to fix a Day for that Ce- 
remony: Whereupon the Emprefs, to fhew how much 
the is fenfible of the King’s Regard for her, thought fit 
to appoint for that folemn A& the i2th Inftant, the 
Anniverfary of the King of Poland’s Birth-Day, when 
that Ceremony was perform’d with great Magnificence, 
as follows. 

In the Morning Prince de Menzikoff fent his Barges 
to conduét to his Palace M. Ja Fort, the Polifh Envoy 
Extraordinary, and M. Multer, Secretary of the Em- 
baffy, who carry’d the Collar of the Order with the Star 
upon a Cufhion of Purple Velvet, richly embroider’d 
with the King’s Cypher. About 11 0’ Clock, three of 
the Emprefs’s Barges came to the Shore of the Prince 
de Menzikoff’s Ifland, to take inthe Train. M. de‘Fa- 
.gozinski, her Imperial Majefty’s Great Mafter of the. 
Horfe, was in the Jaft of the three Barges, attended by 
two Pages of the Chamber, two Heyducks, and two 
Moors. The Great Mafter of the Horfe being come to 
fetch the Ambaffador and Envoy Extraordinary above 
named, two Polifh Noblemen took Place in the firft 
Barge, and in the fecond the Secretary of the Embafly, 
carrying the Order, and having at his Right and Left 
Hand the Counts Sapieha and Wolowitz, two other Polifh. 
Noblemen ; but in the Imperial Barge there was Prince 
de Menz.ikoff, M.le Fort, and M.Fagozinski. The Prince’s 
Barges follow’d with his Officers and abundance of Lords 
to grace the Ceremony. When this illuftrious Company’ 
_arriv’d at the Stairs of the Imperial Palace, Count de. 
Santi, Great Mafter of the Ceremonies, two Chamber- 
lains, and the Gentlemen of the Bed-chamber and the 
Court, went to the Foot of the Stairs to receive them,, 
who march’d afterwards in the following Order. 
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s. The two Polifh Noblemen. 

2. The Secretary of the Embaffy, between the Counts 
de Sapieha and Wolowitz.. 

3. M. le Fort, Envoy Extraordinary, who walk’d a- 
lone. 

q. Prince de Menzikoff, having at his Right the Ma- 
fter of the Horfe,:and at his Left the Great Mafter of 
the Ceremonies. 

As they pafs’d in that Order by the Guards, they 
prefented their Arms, the Drums beating, and the Co- 
lours faluting them : When they came near the Palace, 
and paffed between the Footmen, Heyducks, Moors, and 
Pages, who lin’d the Paffage to the Staircafe, M. Schipe- 
lof, Court-Marfhal, and Meff. Loewenwolde and Beftuchef, 
Chamberlains, received them : At the Entry of the 
Porch appeared Prince Tubetzkoi, one of the Knights of 
the Order of the White Eagle, who complimented the 
Ambaffador in her Imperial Majefty’s Name : Count de 
Tolftoy, another Knight of that Order, receiv’d him in 
the Antichamber, and likewife complimented him: Af- 
ter which, the whole Company was introduced into the 
Prefence Chamber, where her Majefty was flanding, 
furrounded by her Court, which was very bright, ha- 
ving on each Side the Knights of the Order of the 
White Eagle. The Ambaffador approached towards her 
Majefty’s Right, the Envoy towards the Left, and the 
Secretary of the Embaffy between them, holding the 
Cufhion, upon which lay the Collar and Star of the 
Order, The Ambaffador made a Speech in the King of 
Poland’s Name, during which, M./e Fort took the Col- 
lar from the Cufhion, and prefented it to the Prince as 
foon as he had ended his Speech, which his Highnefs 
put about the Emprefs, embracing her ; after which, 
the faid Envoy prefented likewife the Star of the Order 
to the Prince, which he gave to the Princefs his Confort, 
' who faften’d it to her Breaft, under a Difcharge of 2: 
Guns from the Fortrefs: Which done, the Ambaflador, 
the Envoy, the Secretary, and the reft of the Company, 
were admitted to kifs her Majefty’s Hand, and took 
their Leave. They were reconduéted in the fame Order 
as‘above, and went on Board the Barges her Majeity had 
appointed for that Ceremony. 








~ However, the publick Rejoycings of the Ruffia» Court 
were fomewhat appali’d by the Approach of the Briti//: 
Fleet, under the Comment of Sir Gharles Wager ; For 
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the Land-Forces which had been drawn together near 
Petersburg, in order to be put on Board the Kuffian Fleet, 
were fent to work on the Ladoga Canal, and the Fortifi- 
cations at Cronflot. Ina Word, the Czarina’s Court was 
under the greateft Uneafinefs and Conflernation, at the 
News of the Briti/h Fleet advancing that Way ; and im- 
mediately gave Orders for reinforcing the Garrifons of 
Wibourg, Cronflot, Revel, and Riga, and forthwith to un- 
rigg the Men of War that were equipp’d at Revel, and 
to land the Ammunition and Provifions which were on 
Board them; which was accordingly done the Night af- 
ter the Exprefs arriv’d; and the Ships were, at the 
fame Time, haled as high in the Harbour as poffible. 
Three or four Regiments were likewife order’d to march 
into that Town immediately, to reinforce the Garrifon, 
Mean while Sir Charles Wager, having been join’d by 
the Naffaw and Port Mahon on the 20th, fail’d from 
Elfenab near Stockholm the 25th, and arriv’d the 29th 
near the Ifland Nargen, three Leagues from Revel ; and 
the next Morning fent an Officer with a Letter to Lieu- 
tenant General ets who commands at Revel. He 
alfe order’d the Port Mahon to fail to Cronflot, having on 
Board Mr. Barnet, one of his Lieutenants, by whom he 
Yent his Majefty’s Letter to the Czarina, inclos’d in a 
Packet to Admiral Apraxin, The faid Letter is as fol- 
lows. 





GEORGE, by the Grace of God, King of Great Bri- 
tain: To the Moff High, Moft Mighty, and Moft Iiluftr?- 
ous Prince/s, our moft dear Sifter, the Great Lady Catha- 
rine, Czarina, and Great Dutchefs of all the Great, 
Little, and White Ruffia, fole Monarch of Mufcovy, &c, 
ec. &c. Health and Happine/s. 


Moft High, Moft Mighty, and Moft Iluftrious Princefs, 

S your Majefty muft allow, that your great Prepa- 
A rations both by Sea ard ‘Land for War, in a Time 
of Peace, could not fail of giving us, as well as our Al- 
lies in thofe Parts, great and juft Caufe to be alarm’d, 
you will not be furpriz’d that we have fent a ftrong 
Squadron of our Men of War into the Baltick, under 
Command of our Admiral Sir Gharles Wager, to obviate 
any Danger that might enfue from fo extraordinary an 
Armament. 

Your Majefty very well knows how deflrous we have 
been not only to preferve the publick Tranquillity of 
Europe, 
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Europe, but alfo to cultivate a perfeét good Underftand- 
ing, and to cement a firm and lafting Friendthip, be- 
twixt our Royal Crown of Great Britain, and that of 
Ruffia. 

We have not fail’d, upon all Occafions, to give con- 
vincing Proofs of thefe our peaceable and amicable In- 
tentions: And your Majeity muft needs remember an 
eminent Inftance of this, when we declar’d our ready 
Difpofition to enter, in Conjunétion with our good Bro- 
ther the King of France, into an Alliance with his late 
Majefty, your Lord and Confort, upon fiuch Terms and 
Conditions as might be confiftent with the Peace of the 
North, and be reciprocally compatible with the Intereft, 
Dignity, and Honour of the Parties contratting. By 
this Means, we did not doubt but a fincere Reconcilia- 
tion might be adjufted betwixt us and your late Confort, 
and. an entire Friendfhip and good Harmony eftablifh’d 
between our refpeftive Dominions and Subjetis, for 
their mutual Advantage, and that by the fame Means 
the Peace and Tranquillity of the North would alfo be 
eftablith’d on a folid and durable Foundation. 

To attain to thofe great and good Ends, and in Confor- 
mity to his late Majefty’s Intentions, which the Mini- 
fer of his ‘Moft Chriftian Majefty had frequently re- 

ed, a Plan of a Treaty was form’d, in concert with 
the Court of France, and fent to his late Majefty for his 
Approbation and final Confent : But the accomplilhing 
of this good Work was prevented by his late Majelly’s 
fudden and unexpetted Death. 

Neverthelefs, as we ftill retain’d the fame good Inten- 
tions to preferve the Peace of the North, and to renew 
our ancient Friendfhip with the Crown of Ruffia, imme- 
diately after your Majefty’s Accellion to the Throne, we 
declar’d, in Conjunftion with his Moft Chriftian Majefty, 
that we were ready to conclude and finifh the Treaty 
above-mention’d, not in the leaft doubting that your Ma- 
jefty would be glad of a Propofal fo manifeftly advanta- 
gcous to your Dominions and People, and which tended 
fo much to the Prefervation of the publick Peace. But 
we muft own, that we were fenfibly aflifted to fee our 
Hopes defeated by the Return which was made to the 
obliging and friendly Offers that were made on our Part 5 
becaufe, after a long Delay, to no manner of Purpofe, 
we found that your Majefty’s Minifters infifted upon 
fuch Alterations in the Treaty projected, as did not 
concern the Intereft of the Rujian Empire, and fuch as 
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were not only contrary to the folemn Engagements, 
which we, and his Moft Chriftian Majefty, were under 
to other Powers, but fuch as would have involv’d all 
the Northern Crowns in new Troubles and Diftragtions, 

Neither can we conceal from your Majefty the extra. 
ordinary Surprize we were under, to hear, that while 
‘we were carrying on amicable Negociations, and had 
not given the leaft Provocation on our Part, Meafures 
were taking at your Court in Favour of the Pretender to 
our Crown, and great Encouragement given to his Ad. 
herents. 

After what we have now fet forth, your Majefty will 
not be furpriz’d, that we being indifpenfably obliged to 
provide for the Security of our Dominions, to perform 
our Engagements with our Allies, and to maintain the 
publick Tranquillity in the North, which feems to be 
very much in Danger from your Majefty’s late Prepara- 
tions, have thought it neceflary to fend a ftrong Fleet 
of our Men of War to the Baltick, and that we have gi- 
wen Orders to our Admiral who commands it, to endea- 


vour to prevent frefh Troubles in thofe Parts, by hin iff 


dering your Majefty’s Ships from coming out, in cafe 
that you perfift in your Refolution to put your Fleet to 
Sea, to execute the Defigns, which you’ may have in 
View. 

But as it is our firm Intention to live in Peace and 
Friendfhip with your Majefty, we with from the Bot- 
tom of our Heart, that your Majefty ferioufly refleéting 
upon the true Intereft of your Subje&s, would permit 
them fo enjuy the Bleflings of that Peace which they 
purchafed at the Expence.of fo much Blood and Trea- 
fure, under the Condu& of his late Majefty s and that 
rather than enter into Meafures which mutt: inevitably

might go upon to difturb the Tranquillity of the North; 
and that in Order thereto, your Royal Majefty had gi- 
ven Orders to your Admiral Sir @harles Wager, to hin- 
der our Fleet going out to Sea. 

We muft confefs, we were extremely furpriz’d, not to 
receive your Letter, but at the very Inftant your Fleet 
appear’d on our Coafts, and after they had caft Anchor 
before Revel s fince it had been more agreeable to the 
Cuftom eftablith’d among Sovereigns, and more confi- 
ftent with the Amity that has fo long fubfifted between 
our Kingdoms, and the Crown of Great Britain, had 
your Royal Majefty thought fit to expoftulate with us, 
about the Umbrage you might conceive from our Arma- 
ment, and to expeét our Anfwer thereupon, before you 
advanced to fo offenfive a Step. 

Then might your Royal Majefty have been affur’d by 
us, that "tis fo far from our Thoughts to difturb the Re- 
pofe of the North, that, on the contrary, all our Cares 
and Attention are wholly bent on the Security and Pre- 
fervation of it, both for the Time prefent, and Time to 
come, as being more concern’d than your Royal Maje- 
ty in preventing whatever may endanger that Tran- 
quillity. 

And as your Royal Majefty is fully inform’d of what 
pafs’'d in the Negociations between his Imperial Majetty, 
our Lord and Confort, of Glorious Memory, and after- 
wards between us and his Majefty the King of France, you 
cannot but be perfuaded of this our fincere Intention 5 
and we refer to your own Judgment, in what Manner 
we, and all the World with us, ought to look upon this 
extraordinary Step of your Rdyal Majefty ; and whether 
any.other Conftruétion can be put upon it, but that you 
have form’d Defigns very prejudicial againft us, and 
that therefore you are inclined to occafion new Trou- 
bles-in the North, by making,. for want of any warrant- 
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able Reafon, the faid Armament a Pretence, altho’ no 
way tending that Way. Our Apprehefions herein ap. 
pear to be the better grousded, becaufe in your Royal 
Majefty’s Letter, you charge us with Things of which, 
with great Juftice, we ourfelves might complain. 

It were needlefs to mention in this Place, the fincere 
Frindfhip which his Imperial Majefty, our Lord and 
Confort of Glorious Memory, bore to your Royal Ma- 
jetty ; and all the World knows, how much that Friend. 
thip has been ufeful and advantageous to you. Neither 
is your Royal Majefty ignorant, what Return you have 
made to my faid Lord and Confort; nor that, through 
Greatnefs of Soul, his Imperial Majefty rather chofe 
to overlook it, than to undertake any Thing that might 
maake the leaft Breach in the conftant Amity that always 
fubfifted between Rufia and Great Britain. His faid 
Imperial Majeity could never have given more convin- 
cing Proofs of his fincere Intentions to preferve that 
good Amity, than by his generous Acceptance of the 
good Offices offer’d by his Majefty the King of France, 
towards the Refloration of a perfe&t Underftanding with 
your Royal Majefty, and by declaring himfelf refolved, 
difpofed, and willing, not only to bury in eternal Obli- 
vion all former Injuries, but alfo to enter (on reafona- 
ble Conditions) with your Majefty and the Crown of 
enemy into a ftri€ter Engagement, and a defenfive Al- 

iance, 

The Conditions propofed by his faid Imperial Maje- 
fty, at the Requeft of France, were not only thought 
juft from the Beginning, but his Moft Chriftian Majetty 
has, more than once, given Hopes, That as thofe Condir, 
tions might be well reconcil’d with the Engagementé 
enter’d into with France, with your Majefty, and with 
other Powers, fo, with refpe&t to fuch an Alliance, 
they might be adjufted and fettled according to Equity 
and Juftice, for the entire Security of the Tranquillity of 
the North ; and therefore thefe are not new Conditions, 
but the fame, tho’ your Royal Majefty founds them fo 
high at prefent ; and fince in the laft Anfwer, which 
has been communicated to us on the Part of France, yout 
Majefty’s felf declares the Thing to be juft, it is very plain, 
that neverthelefs your Majefty not only reje&ts all ami- 
cable and equitable Means to adjuft the fame, but that 
you defign to oblige us to accept Conditions dire&tly op- 
pofite both to our Intereft, and, which is more, to our 
Honour and Reputation, as well as to Juftice ba 
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Thefe Circumftances cannot induce us to believe, that 
your Majefty’s Minifters ever had a ferious Intention to 
conclude that Alliance ; but rather, that the fending 
a Squadron of Men of War, together with Orders, 
thro’ which it is eafy to fee an Interruption of Ami- 
ty, and the Rife of new Troubles in the North, is but 
the Confequence and Refult of the Animofity which 
fome of your Minifters have fhewn publickly every 
where againft us, for fo many Years paft. The Thing 
appears evident, from what your Majefty alledges, and 
charges us with, in relation to the Pretender. Your 
Minifters have rightly underftood, that all the Reafons 
by them fuggefted, (and which, abitrafted from that, co 
not regard the Intereft of Great Britain, but are rather 
diametrically oppofite to the folemn Treaties fubfifting 
between Great Britain and other Powers) are not to be 
admitted, and are infufficient to juftify their violent 
Enterprizes to Perfons difinterefted: And not being able 
to find out any other Reafon, that frivolous and ftale 
Accufatioh muft be trump’d up, and ferve, as heretofore, 
as the main Pretence for all the unkind Steps taken 
againit us. 

Altho’ the Groundlefnefs of that Accufation has often- 
times been proved ; tho’ Time and Experience have 
evinced, that thofe pretended Engagements no where 
exifted but in the Imaginations of your Royal Majelty’s 
Minifters ; and tho’ the WillingnefS we have fhewn on 
our Part, to facilitate the late Negociations, ought no 
lefs to convince your Royal Majefty of the Malice and 
Falfity of thofe Infinuations, than the Difpofitions we 
have fhewn to grant.the Guaranty you have demanded 
of us, neverthelefs, over and above all that, we are 
ftill willing to affure your Royal Majehy, that we bear 
you too much Friendfhip, to be willing to give your 
Majefty and the Britifh Nation any Uneafinefs, by any 
Engagements we might enter into with the Pretender. 
As for the reft, it depends‘on your Majefty’s Pleafure, 
to give what Orders you think proper to your Admirals 
But then your Royal Majefty will agree with us, that 

our Prohibition would not hinder us from caufing our 

leet to go out, if we thought it convenient ; and that 
in the Quality of a Sovereign and an Ewprefs, holding 
of none but God alone, we are no lefs unwilling to re- 
ceive Laws from any one, than to forget ourfelves fo 
far, as to pretend to digtate any to others. Moreover, 
‘We are entirely ready and difpofed te entertain a good 
Dd Harmony 
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Harmony with your Royal Majefty, nor thall we under. 
take any Thing that may interrupt the Amity fo firmly 
eftablith’d between the two Kingdoms for fo many Years 
pait: And as, on our Part, we readily declare, that this 
Amity: cannot but be very ufeful to us, and to our 
Kingdoms and. Subje&ts, we hope likewife your Royal 
Majetty will own, that hitherto it has been no lefs ad- 
vantageous to your Majefty and to your Kingdoms and 
Subjeéts, and that for the future it might not be unpro- 
‘fitable. In fhort, as it is moft certain, that his Impe- 
rial Majefty of Glorious Memory, after having been 
abandon’d by all his Allies, did, with incredible La- 
bours and Expences, procure to. himfelf and his King. 
doms, the fo much defired Peace, fo we fhall likewife 
ufe all our Endeavours to fecure the Enjoyment of it 
to our Kingdoms and Subjecis. : 

We are even perfuaded, that we cannot better attain 
thefe good. Ends, than by being, after the Example of 
our Lord and Confort of Glorious Memory, in fuch a Po- 
-fture, as at all Times, in Cafe of Need, tobe able to 
‘fuccour our Allies, to perform our Engagements to 
them, to proteét our faithful Subjetts againft any Infults, 
and to oppofe them who may offer to wreft from us and 
our Subjects, this Treafure, Peace. 

*Tis with this View, and with this View only, that . 
we have made the Armament that has given your Royal 
Majefty fo much Umbrage, tho’ without any Reafon or 
Foundation. We with the Almighty vouchfafe to be 
ftow on your Royal Majefty perfect Health, and an ever 
happy Reign. At. St. Petersbourgh, June 15th, 1726, 
and in the ad Year of our Reign..

Be it known to all and every one in particular, whom 
it may concern: Whereas we have taken into Confidera- 
tion, that his Royal Majefty of Great Britain has fent 
a ftrong Squadron of his Ships of Warinto the Ba'tick 
Sea, who have anchor’d before our Pat of Revel sand 
that fuck his Royal Majefty of Great Britain's unfriend- 
ly Proceeding, not any Way occafion’d by us, hath pldin- 
ly no other Aim, but to undertake fome difagreeable 
Meafures againft us, and confequently difturb the Peace 
of the North. And whereas the Merchants of the Great 
Britifh Nation, trading with our Empire of Great Ruffia, 
might, upon this his Royal Britannick Majefty’s une 
friendly Proceeding toward us, fufpe&t, (and the more 
if any a&tual Hoftilities againft us fhould be ufed by the 
aforefaid Squadron) left they who are in our Empire, 
maycome to fuffer in their Perfons, Ships, Goods, Gc. 
and be reduced to utter Ruin; but we, on our Part, are 
fincerely purpos’d (notwithftanding thefe Proceedings of 
his Great Britannick Majefty, tending to excite new

through no difagreeable Meafures, or forbidden Procee.

All this while, Count Rabutin, the Emperor’s Minifter 
of the Czarina’s Court, left no Stone unturn’d, to thwart 
the Negotiations which the Britifh Admiral was inftru&- 
ed to propofe to enter into with her Minifters, towards 
the removing all Caufes of Jealoufy and Diftruft on 
both Sides, fuggefting, ‘ That that Admiral being come 
© with open Force to negociate an Accommodation, it 
* would be a Difparagement to the Ruffian Court, to em 
< ter with him into a Treaty, while his“ Fleet lay at 
© Anchor under an Ifle belonging to the Ruffians ; and 
© that they ought, at leaft, to make him quit their 
© Coafts, to leave the Senators at an entire Liberty.” 
On the other Hand, Admiral Wager having tranfmitted 
the Czarina’s Anfwer to his Britannick Majefty’s: Letter, 
waited in the fame Station his Majefty’s further Orders 
and Inftruftions. In the mean time, from all the In- 
<elligence he had receiv’d, he judged the Ruffians did 
not intend to make any Attempts this. Year, their naval 
Strength being inferior to his ; they had indeed more 
Ships than they ever yet fitted out, but they could not 
_ man them with any tolerable Number of Seamen, a! 
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out difabling thofe already mann’d: But on the other 
Hand, they were doing -every thing they could, to for- 
tify their Ports, and defend their Ships: At Revel they 
had made a new Battery, and lay Day and Night aboard 
their Ships in the. Mole and upon. their Batteries, for 
_ fear of a Surprize: But notwithftanding this Jealoufy,

Tx Imperial Court was not contented with fpirit- 
: ing the. Czarina againft his Britannick Majetty in 
the North, but at the fame Time unkind Meafures were 
by them. purfued to cramp the Britifh Trade in the 
South 5 and that.too (which aggravates the Unfriendli- 
nefs of fuch a-Proceeding) in that very Ifland, whofe 
Conqueft ‘for the Houfe of Auftria, was, a few Years 
ago, mainly owing to the Valour and Treafure of the 
Britifh Nation. For Orders were come there from the 
Court of Vienna to their Viceroy of Sicily, to publith a 
Bando or Proclamation, prohibiting the Importation of 
feveral Englifh Manufactures, fuch as Duroys, Calaman- 
coes, Camlets, Druggets, and other Stuffs proper for 
Summer Wear, in order to encourage thofe of Germany, 
which it was intended to introduce into Sicily by the 
Triefte Company. As this would be very detrimental 
to the Britif; Trade with that Kingdom, Conful Cham 

berlayne,having confulted the Fa€tory there, did on the 
toth of June, prefent the following Memorial to the 
Viceroy.

W Iliam Chamberlayne, his Britannick Majefty’s Con- 
VY ful General in this Kingdom, and the Engli/; 
Merchants. fettled and refiding in this City of Meffinz, 
do humbly reprefent, that they are inform’d, that the 
Royal-Patrimonial Council, by your Excellency’s Di- 
re&tion, upon what Motives the Memorialifts know not, 
are about to prohibit the Importation into this City and 
Kingdom, of divers Sorts of Englifh Woollen Manu- 
fa&tures and Stuffs : That before fuch a Refolution pats, 
they offer to your Excellency’s Confideration the Preju- 

dice 
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dice which would manifefily arife from it to the publick 
Commerce, to the Income of the Royal Treafury, and 
to the general Integeft, not only of his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty’s Subjeéts, but likewife of Foreigners 
concetn’d in Traffick: with this City: For this would ° 
be an Abolition of the Eftablifthment of a Scala Franca, 
or Staple, granted by the Moft Serene King Charles II. 
who engag'd his Royal Word to permit the importing 
hither of all manner of Merchandize and Manufa€tures 
from what Part of the World foever: It would alfo be a 
dire&t Violation .of the Treaty of Commerce concluded 
between the Moft Serene Kings of Spain and England in 
the Year 1667, which was ratify’d by King Charles II, 
of Bleffed Memory the fame Year, and confirmed by 
his prefent Imperial arid Catholick Majefty in 1709, at 
Barcelona; by whith Treaty entire Liberty was granted 
to the Subjeéts of Great Britain to import and bring into 
all the Territories, Kingdoms, and Dominions of the 
King of Spain, all Sorts of Merchandize, Cloaths, Ma- 
nufaétures, and ‘Things of the Kingdom of England, 
there to fell, barter, or otherwife convert and difpofe of 
the fame, as will more fully appear to your Excellency, 
by the inclofed ‘Copies of the Article of the Seala Franca, 
and of the 7th Article of the aforefaid Treaty conclu- 
ded and confirmed as above. Wherefore the Memoria- 
lifts have judged it proper, by Way of Prevention, to’ 
make Application to your Excellency, a Prince zealous’ 
for Juftice, and a Lover of the publick Good, to induce 
you to fufpend fo important a Refolution, “till fome’ 
Deputy of theirs be permitted'to lay before you the fo- 
lid and weighty Reafons they have to urge againft this 
Novelty, which is not only prejudicial to the publick 
Commerce, the promoting whereof your Excellency hag 
fo much at Heart, but to the general Intereft of the 
Natives and Foreigners, who are concerned in, and do 
contribute to, and carry on the Trade of this City and 
Kingdom, art alfo to the Royal Duties, ‘which muft 
inevitably diminifh in Proportion as Commerce leffens. © 
But in cafe your Excellency, in’ your great Wifdom, 
fhall determine otherwife, they befeech you; at‘ leaft, to

‘Maid Prohibition, they would only be admitted in Porto 
Franco,.there.to remain unfold ’till further Diretions 
from the faid Court of Vienna. 


To thefe Pieces we fhall fubjoin the following Decle- 
ration. and: Engagement concerning the Rights and Pri- 
vileges. of the Britifh Merchants in the Kingdom of 
Sicily, made at Utrecht the 25th Day of February, 1712, 
end the.8th of Marsh, 1713. 


Whereas 
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Wes by feveral Treaties of Peace, Alliance, 
Commerce, and Navigation formerly made be- 

tween the Kingdoms of Great Britain and Spain, and at 

this Time fubfifting, but more particularly by the Trea- 
ty concluded at Madrid, the 13th and 23d Day of the 

Monthof May, in the Year 1667, and the Cedula’s an- 

nexed thereunto, Provifion was made for the Freedom, 

Security, and perfeét Eafe of the Commerce of the Bri- 

tifh Subje&ts trading in the Kingdoms and Provinces of 

Spain; the Obfervance and Ufage of which Treaties 

have been hitherto receiv’d in the Kingdom of Sicily, in 

the fame Manneras in any other the Dominions of Spain, 
and have remained there in full Force, except fome Va- 
riations which have been introduc’d in the Courfe of 

Time, for the re&tifying whereof, according to the Rule _ 

of thofe Treaties, Great Britain has hitherto juftly in- 
fifted. 

Wherefore on Occafion of transferring the Kingdom of 
Sicily to his Royal Highnefs the Duke of Savoy, her Sa- 
cred Majefty of Great Britain being watchful to preferve 
the Rights and Privileges of her Subjetts trading in the 
faid Kingdom, and being likewife willing to preferve to 
the Sicilians the Privileges they have in Great Britain, 
which are fo very dear to the Moft Serene Duke of Savoy, 
hath been gracioufly pleafed to give Inftrutions to her 
underwritten Minifters Plenipotentiaries to ‘agree with 
the Minifters Plenipotentiaries of his Royal Highnefs of 
Savoy, about making Declarations mutually upon this 
Subje&t: In purfuance thereof, the faid Minifters Pleni- 
potentiaries of his Royal Highnefs, in the Name of their 
Moft Serene Mafter, do moft folemnly declare and pro- 
mife, that during the Reign of the aforefaid Moft Se- 
rene Duke in Sicily, as likewife of his Heirs and Suc- 
ceffors, the Britifh Merchants are henceforward to have, 
and fhall effetually have, ufe, and enjoy all thofe Rights, 
Privileges, Liberties,. and entire Security, as to their 
Perfons, Goods, Ships, Seamen, Trade and Navigation 
in the faid Kingdom of Sicily, which, by Virtue of the 
Treaties made between Great Britain and Spain, they 
have hitherto enjoy’d, or ought to enjoy; And to that 
End, that all Abufes, which deviate from the Tenor of 
the faid Treaties, thall be forthwith removed, and the 

_ Rights and Privileges. acquired to the Briti/h Subje&s, 
by Virtue of the aforefaid Treaties, fhall not, on any 
Occafion, or under any Pretence, ever be violated or 

leffened ; 
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leffened ; and if hitherto any more favourable Privile- 
ges have been granted to the Merchants of any other fo- 
reign Nation, or fhall hereafter be granted, any way rela- 
ting to the Perfons of the Traders, their Ships, Goods, Du- 
-ties, or the Bufinefs of Merchandizing, the Briti/h Mer- 
chants fhall likewife, in all Refpeéts, and in the fulleft 
Manner enjoy the fame. 

And in like Manner, the Minifters Plenipotentiaries 
of Great Britain, do, in the Name of her Majefty, con- 
firm, that the Sicilians fhall hereafter enjoy the fame 
Privileges and Liberties, which they have hitherto en- 
joy’d, or ought to have enjoy’d, as Subjetts of the Kings 
of Speiny by Virtue of the aforefaid Treaty of the Year 
1667. 

The Ratifications of this prefent Declaration and En- 
gagement made in due Form, thal! be exchang’d at U- 
érecht, within fix Weeks, or fooner if poffible. 

In Witnefs and Confirmation whereof, the aforefaid 
Minifters Plenipotentiaries of her Majefty of Great Bri- 
tain, and of his Royal Highnefs of Savoy, have fign’d 
this prefent Inftreument with their own Hands, and put 
their Seals thereunto, at Utrecht, the 25th Duy of Fee 
bruary, 1712, andthe 8th Day of March, 1713.

being entirely approv’d of, the only remaining Difficul- 
ty to bring this Affair to a final Conclufion, was to get 
the Confent of the other Provinces ; which being at 
Jength obtain’d, Mr. Finch, his Britannick Majefty’s En- 
voy Extraordinary and sy om the ne 

e 
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de Fenelon Ambaffador and Plenipotentiary of the Moft 
Chritlian King, and M. de Meynderjhagen, Envoy extta- 
ordinary and Plenipotentiary of the King of Praffia; 
went on the 29th of uly O.S. (being the oth of Auguft 
N.S.) about Noon, to the Chamber of Treves, where 
having been fome Time in Conference with the Lords 
Deputies of the States General, they all fign’d the A& 
of Acceflion of their High Mightineffes to the Treaty of 
Hanover, except the Pruffian Minitier, who excufed him: 
felf, as not having his Mafter’s Orders for it. 

The Difficulties that retarded the Acceffion of the 
States General to the Treaty of Hanover, are contain’d 
in the following Refolution of the States of Holland; 
which their Deputies for foreign Affairs communicated 
to the Minifters of France, Great Britain, and Pruffia. 





Refolution of the States of Holland, relating to the States 
General’s Acceffion to the Treaty of Hanover. 


‘A FTER fome Compliments upon the Communica- 

tion of the faid Treaty of Hanové, it was decla- 
red, That this Affair being of the laft Importance, and 
of the greateft Concern, it ought not to te furprizing, 
that their Deliberations have taken fome Time ; as like- 
wife two of the faid Provinces having not yet explain’d 
themfelves, their High and Mightineffes themfel ves.are 
not at prefent in a Condition to come to any particular Re- 
folution upon this Subje& : However, they do not believe 
it mav be wholly unufeful, provifionally, in the Hopes 
and Expe@&ation that the two Provinces, who have not 
yet determined te\take their Refolutions, may foon de- 
termine, to caufe to be communicated to the Ambaffa- 
dor of his Moft Chriftian Majefty, and to the Envoy 
ae eeapreinesy of Gréat Britain and Prafia, the Remarks 
that fome Provinces have made upon the faid Treaty, 


and which they find neceffary for clearing up of fome 
Points, and for fhe Security of the Republick, in Cafe 
fhe takes the Refolition to accede. 

1. Thefe Remarks import, That it is defired, and 
bate neceffary, to infert in the A&t of Acceflion, that 


the Defign of this Alliance does not in any Degree tend 
to derogate from or to any Treaty or Alliance preceding- 
ly cqntrafted, either between the Powers new contratt- 
ing, or any other Princes or States; but rather, that 
the Intention of this Treaty is to maintain and corrobo- 
gate the faine §‘afd that the ‘chief Defign of this Al- 
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liance tends only to bind more ftri€ily together, without 
giving Offence to any Power, and to ferve as far as it 
may, for the Guaranty, Proteétion, and Maintenance of 
all -the Eftates, Countries, and Towns, as well in Ev- 
rope as out of Europe, of which each of the faid Allies 
fhall be 2@ually in Poffeflion at the Time of the faid Af. 
liance.;, as well as of the Rights, Immunities, and ‘Ad. 
vantages, particularly thofe which relate to Commerce, 
as.well in, Europe as out of Furope, which cach of the 
faid Allies fhall enjoy at the Time of figning the hid 
Treaty, it being always to be -under{tood that, under 
this: gencral Expreffion of, The PojJéffion of the Eftates, 
Countries, Towns, Rights, and Privileges, are not coi, 
prehended fuch Eftates, Countries, Towns, Rights and 
Privileges, about which there are any Difputes depend- 
ing between any. Parties, before competent Judges, and 
which confequently are; not decided ; and therefore the 
Guaranty of this Republick is not to extend to the like 
difputable Cafes. 

2.. That farther, the Intention of the fifth Article of 
the faid Treaty, and of the firft of the feparate Ar- 
ticles, in which, Mention is- made of the Treaties of 
Wefiphalia and Oliva, fhail not extend farther than. in 
Manner as is before mention’d; however, that. their 
High and Mightineffes, in Relation to the Affairs of 
Thorn, and others compris’d in the firft of the feparate 
Articles, fhall be always ready toemploy, jointly with 
-the other contra¢ting Powers, -all friendly Offices for 
obtaining reafonable: Satisfa&tion and Reparation for the 
Infraétion of the faid Treaties ; but if fuch friendly Of- 
ices fhall be employ’d without Effet, and afterwards it 
Ahould. be required to do any thing farther, that then their 
iFligh and Mightineffes;fhal] not .be.engag’d. in any far- 
ether Enterprizes,. nor,fhall their High and Mightinefies 
-be abliged to. a&t,..in, any Particular, without a new 
WAgreement; and, thatthe Intention ,of their faid Majc- 
Migs is: not tooblige them to anything, in Virtue or 
Confequence of. the. aforefaid two Treaties. And as, 
mong other Things, the End of the {aid Alliance js to 
_eftabliffy an entire and, perfeé&t Confidence between the 
yeontra&ting Powers, their High and Mightinelfes refer ve 
to\themfel ves full Liberty of giving their Thoughts and 
‘Opinions.on the Waysand Means which may be judged 
-mpok .effeftual for, the preferving and maintaining of the 
-Raights;above mention’d, as well thofe relating to Com- 
“merce, as others, dp Earege orout.of Furope. And like- 
€ 2 wit, 
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wife, that in Cafe the three Powers fhall find it necefla- 
ry to a&t in Concert upon thofe Points which relate to the 
“Maintenance of a Ballance in the Affairs of Europe, and 
to go on in Concert with this Republick ; that then 
their High and Mightineffes thall, in every particular, 
have the fame Liberty they now enjoy, without being 
obliged by their Acceffion to engage in any Enterprizes. 
~. g. And as the Succours which their High and Mighti- 
wneffes.are to furnifh in cafe of Need, are not regulated 
‘Jn the faid Treaty, that they fhall be fettled at four 
thoufand Foot, and a thoufand Horfe. 
‘4. That the Powers erening Sy declare and oblige 
themfelves, in cafe this Republick, by reafon of her 
Acceifion to the faid Treaty, fhall be attack’d or menac’d 
in fuch Manner, that fhe fhall find it neceffary to arm 
immediately to fecure herfelf againft fuch Attacks or 
Menaces, that in fuch Cafe the Succours ftipulated to 
“be granted, whether in Troops, Ships, or Money, thall 
be immediately granted, without waiting the Succefs of 
amicable Offices, or Inftances to procure the Satisfaétion 
or Reparation requir’d. 
5. That Jikewife, to the clearing up the 6th Article 
“of the faid Treaty, it may be declar’d, That after the 
Expiration of fifteen Years therein mention’d, the whole 
“Shall fall im with the Terms of preceding Treaties, as 
they now fubfift“among the contraéting Powers ; efpe- 
_cially the Triple Alliance of the Year 1717. 
4. That befides the Remarks above mention’d; it is 
“judged neceffary, in Regard to the Rights of the Repub- 
‘Tick, by which the Subje&ts of the Auftrian Netherlands 
“ought to be excluded the Commerce of the Eaft and Weft 
Indies, to be declared particularly on the Parts of their 
Moft Chriftian atid” Britennick Majefties, by their faid 
_Ambaffador and ‘Envoy Extraordinary ; and that tho’ it 
‘is ‘agreed in a feparate Article, to be clear and indifpu- 
_table, that their High and Mightineffes, by the fifth . 
and fixth Articles of the Treaty of Munfter, in the Year 
1648, made between Spain and this Republick, have‘ac- 
quir’d a Right, which excludes’the Subjeéts of the Au- 
Strian Nethertavids, at well as the Subjeéts of other Coun- 
‘tries, which ‘af that’ Time belonged:to’ the Monatchy of 
Spain, from the Navigation and'Commerce of the Indies, 
within the Limits of the Privileges and Charters granted 
by. their High and Mightineffes to’their Eaff India Cotn- 
"pany ; and that this Right, by Confequence, falls clear- 
a wnder the Guaranty of Rights, ‘to which the’ Allies 
, _— are 
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are mutually engag’d by the twelfth Article of the 
Treaty of Hanover : That neverthelefs, the faid Am- 
baflador and’ Envoy extraordinary, may declare in the 
Name and on the Part of their faid Majefties, that the 
aforefaid Rights, refulting from the fifth and fixth Arti- 
cles of thé faid Treaty of Munfter, are underftood to be 
among the Rights that the Allics guaranty, by the ad 
Article of the Treaty of Hanover; and if by reafon of 
the Republick’s exerting the faid Rights, or by reafon 
of any other Article of the faid Alliance, any Mifun- 
derftanding fhould happen, and that his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty, contrary to Expeftation, thould ful- 
pend or retain the Payment of the Subfidices dye to this 
Republick for the Payment of their Troops in the Bar- 
tier Places, or the Payment of the Intereft of the Sums 
borrow’d upon divers Funds affign’d by his Imperial and 
Catholick' Majefty, for the Security of the Payment of 
the faid Intereft, or if any other Sort of Reprifals fhould 
be ufed; that then the Intention of their faid Majeftics 
is, that the Allies fhould proteét and maintain their 
Highand Mightineffes, conform to the Alliance to which 
they fhall accede, and be their Guarantees: againft all 
Confequences refulting from the fume. 

That:as to what relates to the War between the Em- 
peror of Morocco and the Regency of Algier with this 
Republick, and to the Corfairs of Barbary in general, 
an Article may be agreed by the Minifters of France and 
Great Britain; importing, That whereas the Treaty of 
Alliance to’which their High and Mightineffes are in- 
vited to accede, is, among other Things, principally 
Mefign’d to fecure the Navigation and Commerce of the 
Subje&ts of the Powers contrafting, and that this Navi- 
gation and Commerce is much difturb’d by the Corfairs 
of Bar, $ who, by their Pyracies, attack and trou- 
ble fometimes one, fometimes another Nation ; as at 
‘prefent thofe of Morocca and Algier do with regard te 
this Republick, taking her Subjects when they can, into 
hard Captivity and Slavery : That for thefe Reafons, 
‘their High and Mightineffes demand, that their Mott 
Chriftian and Britannick Majefties would take all jutt 
Meafures to reprefs and hinder the Pyracies of the afore- 
faid Corfairs, and oblige them to make Peace with their 
High and Mightineffes ; as likewife that their faid Ma- 
jefties would employ their good Offices to this Effee ; 
and that if during the Term of one Year the faid Peace 
Cannot be made, that then their faid Majefties, er 
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with ‘their High and Mightineffes, fhall declare and 
make War. upon them; and that after a Peacethall be 

made) in cafe there fhall be again a Ruptare, none: of 
the three Powers fhall ‘be at Liberty feparately to: make 

Peace’; but that it fhall be one Common Caufe, in fuch 

Sort,’ that the three Powers ‘hall always a& together, 

whether in Peace or War, with the Bardarians ;;who, if 
confider’d as Pyrates, ought to be purfu’d arid éxtirpated, 

or if confider’d as Enemies, muft come into the Cafe of 
Alliance; by Virtue of which, the Allies havea Right 

to demand mutual Succours, as ftipulated by the Treaty, 

That from this Time’no Veffelof the faid Gorfairs hall 

be admitted into the Ports of France or Great Britain, 

including Gibralter and Port Mahon ; and that the Prizes 

they fhall bring into fuch Ports, fhali be feiz’d and reftor’d 

to the Proprietors. And fince France and Great Britain, 

as well as this Republick, are at prefent in Peace with 

thofe of Tunis and Tripoli, ‘that in cafe either of the faid 

Regencies fhall attempt.to break the Peace with any of 
the three’ Powers, that it thall become Part of the com-- 
mon ‘Caufe, and be deem’d.a Cafus Fauderis: And that 

thefe feparate Articles thall be agreed before,’ or at the 

fame Time, as the A& of) Acceffion fhall -be fign’d 5 and 

‘the Ratifications of the 'feparate Articles to the Aff of 
Acceffion hall. be fign’dat the fame Time. 

8. That thefe Remarks, which refult from-the Advice 
of the Provinces, upon the Acceffion to the. Treaty:of 
Hannover, confifting in what: is above mention’d, the 
Deputies ‘of the States thould endeavourrto: make the 
‘Minifters ofthe faid three Powers fenfible of them, in 
order thereby: to forward the Acceffion. 

- g, That withal, the faid: Deputies thall; reprefent to 
the ‘fsid ‘Minifters,, That notwithftanding their: High 
‘and’ Mighfineffes have, by all’ reafonable Means, :endea- 
Wour'd to&accommodate the ‘Difference betweenhis Ma- 
jelly thé King of Denmark and this Republicky-they 
Shave di ‘yet been able to obtain their Ends ;:'theythete- 
fore willy and defire, that the Kings’ engag’d in the Al-

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The §th Article of the Treaty is: in thefe Words : 
His Moft Chriftian Majefty-being particularly interefied, as 
Guarantee of thé Treaty of -Wettphalia, in the maintaining 
of the Privileges and Liberties of the Germanick Body ; 
and their Britarinick and Pruflian Majefties, as Members 
of that Body, obferving with equal Concern, Seeds of Divi- 
ke and of Complaint, that may at length break out and 
bring on 2 War's which, by the fatal Confequences re- 
fulting from it, might fet all Europe on Fire; their [aid 
Majefties being ever attentive to »what might one Day di- 
turd the Tranquillity of the Empire in particular, and that 
of Europe in general ; do engage and promife to help eack

T HE Confidence which the King repofed in the Per- 
fon of the Duke de RiperZa, the Honours he heap'’d 
upon him, and the Employs to which his Majefty was 

leafed to promote him, are known to all the World. 

either is his Majefty’s Goodnefs towards that Gentle- 
man a Secret in any Part of Europe, when having takea 
the Refolation to difinifé him from his Service, he yet 
was pleafed to grant him for his Maintenance, a Penfign 
of 3000 Piftoles'a Year, “till fuch Time as his Majefy 
could converientiy employ him again in his Affairs.

a Neverthelefs, 
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Neverthelefs, out of: an Excefs of Rathnefs never be- 
fore heard of, the Duke de Riperda, tho’ he had by 
Writing accepted of the faid Penfion, and thank’d his 
Majefty for the fpecial Favour with which he had ho. 
nour’d him, in Terms very different from the Sentiments 
it is likely he had already conceiv’d, before 24 Hours 
‘were expir'd, went to the Engli/h Ambaffador’s Houfe in 
the Dutch Ambaffador’s Coach, who accompany’d him 
thither, and whofe Domefticks remov’d in the Night, as 
it were by ftealth, that Duke’s moft valuable Effeéts; to 
the Houfe wherein he had taken San&tuary. It was from 
this Place that he wrote to me, that I would acquaint 
his Majefty, that he had taken that Refuge againit the 
Populace of Madrid, by whom he had Reafon to appre- 
hend he fhould be infulted. 

I know thefe Fa&ts are become fo publick, that it is 
to no Purpofe to give your Excellency a more ample 
and circumitantial Account of them ; but I cannot help 
informing you more at large of the Particulars of what 
has pafs’d, and of the Confequences that have enfu’d 5 
that when this Event fhal! become the common Talk of 
the World, you may be able to fet the Affair in a true 
Light, as being exaétly inform’d of the mature Delibe- 
ration, the juft Reflettion, and prefling Motives, upon 
which his Majefty was induced and obliged to take the 
Refolution to caufe the Duke de Riperda to qypit the 
Englifh Ambaffador’s Houfe, the 25th Inftant, in the 
Morning. 

After that Duke had made known his Retreat, and 
the Ambaffador (who had done the like) had given the 
King -his Word, that he would be anfwerable for the 
Duke de Riperda’s Perfon, in an Audience which he 
-obtain’d as foon as demanded ; his Majefty, for the grea- 
ter Security, and to prevent as much as poffible the faid 
Duke’s Efcape, order’d that the Avenues to the Englih 
Ambaffador’s Houfe, fhould for a while be modeftly kept 
by fome Soldiers of his Foot Guards, who contented 
themfelves with being pofted round the Houfe ; and at 
the fame Time, his Majefty took care to let that Mini- 
fter know, that tho’ he depended on his Word, which 
he did not in the. leaft difiruft, he thought himfelf 
obliged to take that Precaution, for fear all he could do 
on his Part, would not be fufficient to baffle the Attempts 
which the Duke de Riperda might make to efcape. 

After this, the King order’d all manner of Civilities 
arti good Offices to be .ufed, friendly to perfuade that 

rae Ambaflador 
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Ambaffador to prevail with the Duke de Riperda to ace 
cept the Offers his Majefty made, to fecire him againf 
any Infults of the People ; giving the Ambaffador at the 
fame Time to underftand, that it was his Majefty’s Defire, 
that the Duke fhould quit his Houfe; To which the 
Britifh Minifter reply’d, That having, agreeably to his Mas 
jetty’s Intention, founded the Duke de Riperda, he was 
anfwer’d by him, That indeed he had at firft written to 
his Majefty the Reafons of his Retreat, being the fame 
as above related ; but that now, finding the King was 
angry at the inconfiderate Step he had taken, and ha- 
ving a great deal of Reafon to dread his Anger, he 
found himfelf obliged not to atcept his Majefty’s Offers, 
but to continue in the Santuary he had chofen for the 
Security of his Perfon. 

This Obftinacy, fo derogatory from the Authority of 
a great Monarch, who, inftead of ufing the Power that 
was in his Hands, had rather chofen the Methods of 

Kindnefs and Gentlenefs, did not hinder his Majefty 
from renewing his Inftances to the Engli/h Ambaflador, 
that he would prefs the Duke de Riperda yet more ear- 
nefty to leave his Houfe, and to accept his Majefty’s 
Offers without any Reftriftion. He at the fame Time 
reprefented to the faid Ambaffador the Confequences of 
that Affair, and the Prejudice which the Authority a 
King ought to have over his Miniflers was likely to 
fuftain, if he fhould bear with Impunity the Rafhnefs of 
the Duke, by permitting him to ftay longer in a Place 
where he imagin’d he might be inSafety. Befides, what 
Scandal would an Example give, which feems to autho- 
rize his Majefty’s Minitters, or thofe of any other Sove- 
reign, to a€t contrary to their Duty with Impunity, in 
Hopes of exempting themfelves, by fuch an Immunity, 
from their Mafter’s Jurifdiction, even in his Court, nay 
in his very Sight. 

' The Ambaflador anfwered to thefe fecond Inftances, 
that his new Solicitations had made no more Impreflion 
with the faid Duke than the former ; and that the faid 
Duke'was reduced moft humbly to befeech his Majeity 
to-give him leave to go into a Convent for fome Days, 
that he might have Time to prove the Innocence of his 
Condu&; which would take away the Scandal that 
might»arife from his Retreat into a foreign Minifter's 
Houfe. i I 
3 Whereupon his Majefty, being loth to make ule of 
his Authority ’¢ill =e ferious Confideration, 
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was determined to confult his Royal Council, to know 
whether the Complaints he had againft the Duke, were 
fufficiently grounded, to entitle him to take him by 
Force out of an Ambaffador’s Houfe, without violating 
the Law of Nations, or the Privileges agreed upon and 
granted reciprocally to Minifters Reprefentatives ? 

+ For this End, all the Members of the Royal Council 
of Caftile being extraordinarily afflembled, and having 
maturely confider’d the whole Affair, they gave his 
Majefty their Advice ; whereby they declared the Duke 
de Riperda guilty of High Treafon of the blackeft Dye, 
there being few to equal it in its Circumftances, and in 
the Confequences that might reafonably be apprehended, 
And as it is undeniable, that Criminals of that Degree 
are not entitled to any Sanétuary, without excepting even 
the Churches ; it would appear, that in Procefs of Time, 
if an Ufage fo contrary to the Law of Nations fhould be 
introduced, that which has been eftablith’d fer a ftri@ 
Correfpondence between Sovereigns, would turn to, their 
Ruinj and occafion their Deftruétion ; efpecially if, out 
of -Refpeét to the Sovereigns reprefented by Ambafladors, 
the Privileges granted to their Houfes in favour of com: 
mon. Criminals, (which, by the Way, was never prac+ 
tis’d in any Court) fhould be ftretch’d fo far as to skreen 
Vaffals entrufted with the Forces, the Finances, and Se- 
crets of a Kingdom, whenever they depart from the 
Fun@tions of their Miniftry : Which would be the greateft 
Error that ever enter’d the Mind of Man, and the amoft 
generally contrary to all the Powers upon Earth; fince, 
if/that Licentioufnefs once took Place, they would be 
obliged to maintain, fuffer, and tolerate, in their very 
Courts, the Perfons who are contriving their Ruin. 

It is evident, that in the Cafe in Queftion, and. the 
like enormous Circumftances, the King of England -will 
not fupport his Ambaffador ; were it only for the Pre 
judice fuch an Example might bring even to himfelfy, if 
Criminals of that Magnitude were to be comprehended 
among thofe entitled to the Law of Nations. ‘ 

It was upon Grounds thus clear, thus fubftantialand 
unexceptionable, that his Majefty, with the unanimous 
Advice of the DireStors of his Confcience, refolv’d that 
the Duke de Riperda fhould be taken out’ of the Houfe 
of:the faid. Ambaffador, and be carry’d to the, Caftle! of 
Segovia. He charged with the Execution of this Orden, 
the Alcalde of the Court, Don Lewis d’ Aguillar, Knight 
of the: Order of St. James, fupported. by a. me¢l uf

of the Life-Guards, commanded by the Major-General 
Don Francifeo de Valanza, Great Commander of Cafiille, 
of the faid Order of St. ‘Zames, and Adjutant-Geneyal of 
the fame Guards ; enjoining them, that.upon the 25th 
Inftant, as foon as the Gates of the Ambaflador’s Houfe 
were open, they fhould be there, and feize the Duke de 
Riperda 3 and, taking him thence, thall condu& him 








with a fufficient Guard to the Caftle of Segovia, after 


having fecur’d-all the Papers he might be poffefs’d of, 
for which they were to make ftri&t Search, either in his 
Chefts, or elfewhere ; with moft ftri& Orders to the 
faid Alcalde, and the faid Major-General, that in Cafe 
they fhould meet with any Refiftance on the Part of the 
faid Ambaffador, before they enter’d upon the Execution 
of their Orders, they fhould fhew all the Tendernefs and 
Refpe& that are due to the Charafter of Ambafladors ; 
but that if all thefe Marks of Confideration were to no 
Purpofe, they fhould enter the Houfe with the A fiifiance 
of the Guards that follow’d them, and make themfelves 
Mafters of the Duke de Riperda, yet avoiding all man- 
ner of Diferder. 

Before all Things, the King order’d me to warn the 
Ambaffador of this Refolution ; and that he difchare’d 
and releas’d him from the Word he had given him. This 
Declaration was follow’d the fame Morning with the 
Seizure of the Duke de Riperda, which was done with- 
out any Noife, or the leaft Scandal, by the fame Alcalde, 
who, affifted by the faid Detachment, conducted the 
Duke in a Coach to the Caftle of Segovia, to remain 
there in Safety, without Imprifonment, or other Incon- 


‘venience, contrary to the ill-grounded Fears to. which 


he had, without Reafon, abandon’d himfelf. 

His Majefty order’d me diftin&ly to write to your 
Excellency, all the Particulars of this Event; to the 
End, that being inform’d of the Regularity with which 
the King was pleafed to have this Affair determin’d, as 
alfo with the Reafons of his Proceedings, your Excel- 
lency may explain to the Republick the Truth of this 
Fatt, and all its Circumttances.

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A Letter much to the fame Purpofe was difpatch’d by 
the Court of Madrid, to the Marquefs de Pozz0-bueno, 
the Spanifh Ambaffador in England, with Orders to ac- 
quaint his Britannick Majefty with the Motives that had 
induced the Catholick King to take the Duke de Riperda 
by Force, out of Colonel Stanhope’s Houfe ; and left the 
Colonel fhould be before-hand with the Spani/h Ambafla- 
dor, in giving his Royal Mafter an Account of this 
Tranfan&tion, the Court of Madrid caufed the Courier, 
whom Mr. Stanhope had difpatch’d for London, to be’ 
ftopped for fix Days on the Road : Of which the Colonel 
being inform’d, he left Madrid, and retir’d to his Coun- 
sfy-Hlouse neat Arajeuz. In the mean Time, there 
were various Conjectures about the Reafons of Riperda’s 
Difgrace : Some charged him with grofs Difrefpe& to 
the King and Queen ; others, with having a€ted againft 
the Honour and Intereft of the Kingdom ; others accu- 
fed him of betraying important Secrets to the Briti/h 
Minitter, and of endeavouring to overturn the late Plan 
of Affairs ; others again of thwarting Count Conig/eck’s 
Intentions, as well as his Orders from Vienna, and of 
not remitting thither the Sums ftipulated ; and laftly, of 
embeziling the publick Money to his private Ufes. 

To this we will add the following Account from Ma- 
arid, relating to the Duke of Warton, 





Madrid, June 10, N.S. 

‘R. Crew, one of the King of Great Britain’s Mef- 
M fengers, arriv’d here on the 2d Inftant, with a 
Letter from his Britannick Majefty, under his Privy 
Seal, to the Duke of Wharton, commading him, upon 
his Allegiance, to retunn forthwith to Great Britaing 
and the next Day, being the 3d Inftant, meeting the 
faid Duke ina Coach in one of the Streets of this Town, 
the Meffenger, and one Capt. Read, who happen’d to be . 
in his Company, went to the Coach Side; and the Duke 
ordering the Coach to ftop, the Meffenger put the faid 
Letter into the Duke’s Hands, telling him at the fame 
Time, from whom the Letter came, under what Seal 
it had pafs’d, and the Tenor thereof. The Duke having 
heard him, threw the Letter from him into the Street, 
without looking into it. Mr. Stanhope, the Britifh Am- 
baffador being inform’d that the Duke of Wharton had 
given out, he had deliver’d a Memorial to the King of 
Spain, complaining that an Officer of Juftice had been 
fent with a Requifitoria, or Summons to him, to repair 
forthwith 
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forthwith to England; which Summons the faid Officer, 
together with other Perfons, had had the Boldnefs to 
execute upon him, even in Sight of the Palace, he (the 
Duke) thought himfelf obliged to give his Catholick 
Majefty an Account thereof, not doubting but that his 
Catholick Majefty would refent, as it deferv’d, fuch 
an Affront and Indignity put upon his Perfon and 
Royal Authority, by another Government’s thus pre- 
faming to exercife an A& of Judicature in his Domi- 
nions ; and defiring that he would caufe the Inftru- 
ments employ’d in the Execution of it, to be exempla- 
rily punith’d for their Temerity: His Exellency Mr. 
Stanhope thought fit to fend his Secretary to the Mar- 
quefs de la Paz, to acquaint him with the Report he 
had heard. The Marquefs promifed to lay before the 
King what the faid Secretary had reprefented, and defir’d 
him to return to him the next Morning ; when the 
Marquefs affur’d the faid Secretary, that the King of 
Spain knew nothing of the faid Memorial, but had been 
fully inferm’d of what had pafs’d with relation to the 
Delivery of the faid Letter of Privy Seal, and would 
not in any Manner interpofe his Authority in Oppofi- 
tion to that Proceeding. 

In the mean Time, his Excellency Mr. Stanhope, the 
British Ambaflador at Madrid, having received by a 
Meflenger his Britannick Majefty’s Orders upon what 
had pafs’d on Occafion of the Duke of Riperda’s taking 
Sanf&tuary in his Houfe, prefented (on the 13th of uly 
N.S.) a Memorial to his Catholick Majefty, by the 
Hands of the Marquefs de Ja Paz, complaining of the 
Violence offered to that Duke, whilé under his Pro- 
teGtion, as a Breach of the Immunities and Privileges 
allowed to publick Minifters by the Law of Nations, 
and demanding Satisfaftion for the fame. The next 
Day his Excellency went to the Pallace, and had a 
Conference with the faid Marquefs ; and on the zoth 
of July N.S. his Excellency had an Audience of the 
King and Queen, in which, in his Britannick Majetty’s 
Name, he complimented them on the Birth of the Jn- 
fanta, and on the Queen’s Recovery from her lying in, 
and was very well receiv’d by their Catholick Majefties, 
Some Days before, the Duke of Wharton openly profefs’d 
himfelf a -Roman-Catholick, by making his publick 
Abjuration of the Proteftant Religion, and by going 
through all the other Ceremonies praétifed upen fuch 
Qccafions, There were at firft various Conjertares 
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about his Grace’s making a Step fo very ‘repugnant to 
the Principles wherein he had been educated ; but we 
were foon after inform’d, that having [pent fome Days 
in the Convent of St. Bernard, doing Penance for ‘his 
Sins, he was, on the 23d of Ji, N.S. marry’d to one 
of the Ladies of the Queen of Spain’s Bedchamber 3 fo 
that, "tis very probable, that having renounc’d his Alle- 

iance to his natural and lawful Sovereign, he likewife 
abandon’d the Profeffion of the Religion he had fuck’d 
in with his Milk, in order to marry a Lady, by whofe 
Means he hoped to gain a Support in a Foreign Country, 
The fame Advices added, that he had laid down the 
Title of Duke of Wharton, for that of Duke of Nor- 
thumbertand, 
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COURLAND. 


HE Succeffion to the Dutchy of Gourland, after the 

Death of the prefent Duke Ferdinand, is an Affait 
that has been long in Agiatiton: And the faid Duke, 
who lives at Dantzick, being inform’d, that Circular 
Letters for the Meeting of the States of that 
had been publifh’d in his Name, though without his 
Knowledge, iffued a Proclamation againft that Proceed- 
ing, forbidding the faid States to meet, of meddle with 
the Succeflion ; but the Prohibition of that Prince, as 
alfo of the King of Poland, (the Poles pretending that 
that Dutchy, after the ExtinGtion of the prefent Ducal 
Family, ought of Right to revert to that Crown, and 
the Republick) were unregarded, and the States affem- 
bled at Mittau, the Capital of Courland, whofe Pro 
‘ceeding are contain’d in the following Journal.

O*. the 22d of May the States affembled, and from 
that Day to the 16th of ‘Zune, Nobody feemed to 
have any Thoughts of eleéting a Duke. 

The 16th, M. Seutrowicz, Auditor-general, arriv’d at 
Mittau, with Bills of Exchange for confiderable Sums? 
He made Propofals both to the Regency and the Depu- 
ties, to-convince them that they could not pitch upon 
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a Perfon more. proper than Prince Menzikoff. M. Beftu- 
chef, Privy Counfellor, made likewife fome Propofals 
from the Ruffian Emprefs in Favour of the Duke of Hol- 





fein. They both continu’d making Intereft without any 


Oppofition ’till the 19th, when Prince Maurice of Saxo- 
ny put up for a:Candidate. 

The 21ft, M. Nayuaski came with a Refcript from the 
King of Poland, and acquainted the Regency with his 
Commiffion : They affur’d him, that nothing fhould be 
tranfaSted in the Diet, but what is conform to the Rights 
of Courland, and at the fame Time, not contrary to thofe 
of Poland. 

The 22d, Meff. Seutrowicz, and Beftucheff beftirred 
themfelves mightily, and made confiderable Offers. 

The 23d, 24th, and 25th, Couriers arriv’d from Pe- 
tersburgh, with frefh Offers, and faid they would be 
follow’d'by Prince Menzikoff. 

The 26th, the Diet was open’d. 

The 27th, M. Beftucheff made feveral Propofils. 

The 28th, feeing they would not avail, he reprefent- 
ed, that, they. ought not to come to any Conclufion be- 
fore they. were inform’d of the Ruffian Emprefs’s Inten- 
tion, 3c, ; This. very Declaration. haften’d the Affair of 
the, Elef&tion;;and the fame Day.

The 30th, the faid Adjutant difpatch’d a Courier to 
Prince, Menzikoff, to inform him of the Pofture.of Af- 
faits....The Courlanders. provok’d and prefs’d by the 
Threatnings of the Ruffians, refolved to clofe the Diet 
as foon.as .pofible, and to enter into fo ftrit a Union 
with Prince Maurice, that his Competitors fhould have 
no Hope: left. However, the.latter protrafted. the, Af- 
fair “till, the 3@ of July, The, fame Day arriv’d frefh 
Couriers; with Difpatches, which feemed to intimidate 
the Deputies : Whereupon Prince Maurice declar’d,, that

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The 6th, the Diet broke up.. The fame Daya Cou- 
rier brought the News that the Garrifon of Riga were 
under Arms to receive Prince Menz.ikoff. 

The 7th, the Regiment of Dragoons encamp’d three 
Leagues from Miftau, receiv’d Orders to mount on Horfe- 
back, to efcort Prince Menzikoff. The fame Day, 
Prince Dolhorucki arriv’d at Mittaw. 

The 8th, he called together the Regency, and the 
Marfhal of the Diet, and told them, That the Emptef¢ 
of Ruffia did not confent to the Election made ; that the 
was much diffatisfy’d at their withdrawing themfelveg 
from her Proteétion ; that if they would chufe the Duke 
of Ho!/tein, or Prince Menzikoff, or one of the two Prifces 
of HejJe Hombourg, who are in her Service, the would 
fupport that Choice ; that when People have a Mind to 
fight, they generally chufe Seconds: After all, ‘he fet 
before them a difmal Scene of Miferies and Calamities; 
in cafe of Noncompliance with her Imperial’ Majefty’s 
Defire. 

Thofe of Courland anfwer’d to all this, That they had 
always ftrove fo gain the Benevolence of the Ruffian 
Court, but that they owned no other Proete&tion but 
that of the King and the Republick, nor could they ac- 
knowledge any other: That having the Right of a free 
Ele&tion, they could not, without giving it up; fubmit 
to a Prince who fhould be forc’d upon them ;-that ha- 
ving no Defign to fight, they ftood in need of no Second; 
that their Rights were fo well grounded, that they 
would lay them with all poffible Submiffion before the 
King and the Republick of Poland ; that if there thould 
be a Defign to deftroy them, the neighbouring Powers 
were concerned to fupport the Weakeft; but that they 
never would treat with them, as long as Poland does 
not withdraw its Prote&tion, being refolved to remain 
attached to the latter fo the laft Extremity ; that as to 
the Miferies they are threaten’d with, they knew theif 
Country lay open, and-could not withftand the Ruffian 
Forces; but that their Caufe was juft, and having @ 
powerful Proteftion, they would not prejudice them- 
felves, and could not be frighten’d by Menaces. The 
fame Day Prince Menzikoff arriv’d at Riga. 

The gth, Prince Dolhorucki returned to Riga. The 
Dutcher of Courland came near Mittau, where 
Menzikoff met her ; but that Princefs could not 
with him in Favour of the Elegtion made, nei by 
Intreaties nor Promifes, The 
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The 10th, the Prince arriv’d at Mittau, with a nume- 
rous Efcort, and order’d fome Troops to enter the Town. 
, The 11th, Prince Maurice waited upon Prince Menzi- 
hoff,- who, himfelf turn’d the Converfation upon the 
Reafons of his coming, and repeated what Prince Dolho- 
rucky had already advanced, but with more Warmth, 
having roundly declar’d, That her Imperial Majefty’s 
Tntention was, that the States fhould meet again to pro- 
ceed toanew Election, which could not but fall upon 
him or the Duke of Holftein, or one of the two Princes 
of Heffe in the Ruffian Service ; and that this was the only 
Ocvafion.of his coming.to Mittau. 
~ Prince Maurice’s Anfwer was, That his Defign feem’d 
impra€ticable as long as he would only employ legal 
Means to bring it to bear; that the Diet of the States 
of Gourland being at an End, it could not meet again ; 
that the faid Diet having chofe him, and given authen- 
tick Affurances that they could not chufe another, they 
would never be brought to make a new Eleftion ; that if 
they fhould be forced to do it, the Conftraint would in- 
validate it ; that the Fate of Gourland might be reduced 
to this Dilemma, either to be divided into Palatinates, 
or to keep uptheir ancient Form of Government, and 
that in the latter Cafe, he alone could be Duke thereof. 
Thefe Arguments were not at all relifh’d by Prince 
Menzikoff, who reply’d, That neither of thefe two will 
be-; that Courland could not feek for any other Proteétion 
than that of Rujfa ; and that he, Prince Menzikeff, ought 
to be Duke of Courland. . 
~ After which, he asked Prince Maurice, How he pre- 
tended to go through with it ? Whereupon the latter 
faid, That he knew his Weaknefs, but that he did not 
mind.it, fince the Adair will fupport itfelf. 
« The fame Afternoon Prince Menzikoff fent for the 
Marflial of the Dutchy, the Chancellor, and fome De- 
ties, to whom Prince Doidorucky read the Credentials 
om-the Ruffian Emprefs, and Prince Menzikoff figni- 
fy’d to them her Will and Pleafure, repeating at the 
fame Time his Threatning, if they refifted her Orders. 
- They anfwer’d immediately, That they could receive 
fone but from Poland ; to which they ftuck immovably, 
notwithftanding the Prince threaten’d them to fend 
20000 Men into their Country, to bring them to Rea- 
fon. The fame Evening Advices came from different 
Places, that Prince Menzikoff would treat about’ this 
Affair in a regular Method. The Prince of Saxony not 
Gg being 
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beirig willing to abandon the Place, was much upon his 
Guard, the Nobility join’d with him, and the Burghers 
fhew’d him no Jefs. Zeal. : 

The t2th, Prince Menzikoff infifted anew upon con- 
vening the Diet, and continu’d his Threatnings if not 
comply’d with. 

The 13th, he fet out for Riga, protefting, that if 
within ten Days he had not a pofitive and fatisfa&tory 
Anfwer, he would return to them in fuch Gompany a# 
fhould be able to procure it for him : Mean while Prince 
Dothorucky continu’d at Mittau. 

Count Maurice of Saxony, who is a Natural Son of the’ 
King of Poland, being thus ele&ted, wrote the following 
Letter to the Primate of that Kingdom. : 





A Letter from Count Maurice of Saxony, to the Primate 
of the Kingdom of Poland, dated July 1. 


My LORD, , 
Ts Nobility of Courland affembled, having chofe 
2 me, on the 28th of Fune, to be Succeffor to Duke 
Ferdinand, your Highnefs will, perhaps, at firft View, 
look upon me as the Head of a rebellious Party 5 but P 
befeech you to fufpend the Decifion thereof for a Mo- 
ment, and give Ear to the Reafons which have engag’d 
me to accept this Ele€tion. 
Town, my Lord, that being formerly perfuaded, as‘8 
ftill am, of the Juftice of the Caufe of the Courlanders; 
I had for a long Time, Views towards fuch an Eftablifh« 
ment ; but his Majefty having, at my Departure, for- 
bad me to think of it, I repair’d to Riga, there to folf- 
cite the Claim which I have to Lands in Livonia, and to 
fee whether it was not Time to treat of my Marriage 
with the Dutchefs of Courland, neither of which Steps 
could be difpleafing to the King or the Republick. 
When I came to Mittau, I found the Nobility had been 
affembled there above a Fortnight, to proceed to the 
Eleftion of a Succeffor to Duke Ferdinand. When B 
was at Riga, I heard that Prince Menzikoff had fent one 
of his Creatures with confiderable Sums to obtain a De- 
claration of the Diet in his Favour. The Duke of 
Holftein put himfelf alfo in the Lift of the Candidates) 
depending vaftly upon the Prote&tion of the Mu/covite 
Court. At length Duke Ferdinand made an Offer to the 
Courlanders to renounce all his Pretenfions, if they 
would chufe one of the Princes of Ca/é/, now attually 
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in the Service of the King of Prufia, and who was to 
be fupported by Sweden and all the Protefiant Party. 

I was afraid, my Lord, and I think I had Reafon, 
that the @ourlanders being flatter’d by the neighbouring 
Powers with the Prefervation of their Privileges, and 
threaten’d by Poland with the Lofs of them, would take 
fome Step or other contrary to the Tranquillity and In- 
terefts of the Republick, and this determin’d me to 
yank myfelf in the Number of Candidates ; and Cour- 
land was inclined to favour me, purely for this Reafon, 
decaufe the imagin’d that there was no Subjeét that could 
be more agreeable to the King or the Republick, or that 
would give lefs Umbrage to Poland and its Neighbours. 

This is what I have the Honour to tell your Highnefs 
jn my own Juftification. You will fee what the Cour- 
landers have to fay for themfelves, in the Memoria! 
hheréunto annex’d, 

I befeech you, my Lord, to confider it, and to put 

urfelf for one Moment in the Place of a Nation threa- 
ten’d.to be depriv’d of the Liberty it has fo long enjoy’d, 
‘and which it has not deferv’d to lofe. I flatter myfelf 
that Highnefs, when convinc'd of the Juflice of 
her Caufe, will grant her your Prote&tion. 

' I beg you, my Lord, and can affure you, That as 
long as Courland continues in that Deference which it 
ays at prefent to my Opinion, it will remain inviola- 
ly attached to the Republick. It never had other Sen- 
timents hitherto, but I will not warrant that it will 
continue in thofe Sentiments, in cafe it be driven to 
Defpair.

The High Chancellor of Poland’s Letter, dated from Babile, 
July 17th, in Anfwer to Count Maurice’s Fuftification. 


W?: with all the Senators now about the King, 
‘VY and the Minifters of State of this Kingdom and 
Of Lithuania, had befought his Majefty, purfwant to his 
Oath, to iffue a Refcript to forbid holding the Congrefs 
proj with a Defign to enter upon the Affair of the 
eventual Succeflion in Courland, and to make void all 
Attempts and, Incroachments, for Reafons contain’d in 
the faid Refcript. Other Reafons were befides offer’d to 
the King, when your Excellency was ftill at War/aw, 
which had prompted his Maje@ly to forbid you to think 
ef Courland, as your Pacelieosy owns yourfelf. 
oe gB2 But, 
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But Things being now carry’d fo far as your Excel- 
lency fays they are, and the refuming of the Diet being 
sefolv’d upoh, without entring any farther into that 
Matter, I refer it to the Decifion of the States affem. 
bled: Mean while I cannot help protefting, as Tam 
obliged to do by Virtue of my Office, againft an Enter. 
prize fo contrary to his Majefty’s Will and Rights, ag 
wel] as to thofe of the Republick. 





On the 27th of Fuly, was iffued the King of Poland’s 
Refcript, or Royal Buicee, by which the Regency of 
Courland, and the Marfhal of that Dutchy, were fum- 
mon’d to appear before the Affefforial Tribunal, en. 
joyning them to repair to War/faw within fix Weeks, to 
juttify their Conduét, in holding a Diet, contrary to the 
Royal Decree of the 8th of ‘June. On the other Hand, 
the Regency of Courland feem’d refolved to maintain 
their Eleftion in Favour of Prince Maurice of Saxony, 
notwithftanding the Rufian Court threaten’d to fend a 
powerful Body of Troops, to fupport the Duke of Hols 
frein’s Pretenfions. - In order to pacify the Czarina, 
Prince Maurice addrefs'd himfelf to Baron d’Ofterman, 
one of her Majefty’s Privy Counfellors, in a Letter 
dated from Mittau, July 15th, to the Effet following : 


SIR, 

TS Publick gives your Excellency fuch a great 

Character, ‘and I am fo well fatisfy’d that they fel- 
dom miftake, that I addrefs myfelf with Confidence to 
a Minifler whofe Prudence equals his Capacity. & 
befeech your Excellency to believe, that I do not fay 
this out of Compliment, the Franknefs with which I 
fhall open myfelf to you, ought to convince you there. 
of. 

The Courlanders, threaten’d with the Lofs.of their 
Privileges, did not expe&t to be thwarted by Ruffa in 
the Meafures they took for their Prefervation. The 
Ground whereupon they built their Hopes is, that. the 
Intention of the late Emperor and the prefent Emprefs 
thas been, and ought to be fiill, to maintain the Govern- 
ment of Courland upon the Foot it a€tually is’; and the 
frequent A ffurances they had receiv’d on that Head from 
Fe Imperial Majefties, left them no Room to doubt 
of it. 


T aéted accordingly 3 my Proceedings have never been 
conceal’d'; the Court of Kuff could not but know — 
an 
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_ never gave me the leaft Hint of their difliking 
em. 

The Gourlanders could not defer it longer, fince their 
Cafe was to prevent the Refolutions to be taken at Grodno 
to divide their Country into Palatinates, which has 
obliged their Regency fo haftily to call a Diet, to agree 
upon the moft effeftual Means to preferve their Li- 

rty. 

No furer Expedient could te found, than to chufe a 
Succeffor to Duke Ferdinand, and fuch a one as might be 
agreeable to the King of Poland, and could give no Jea* 
loufy to the Neighbours ; They thought I fitted them 
in all thefe Refpeéts ; they chofe me; the Elestion was 
unanimous ; and the Diet ended by a Treaty between 
the Nobility and myfelf, which links us fo faft together, 
that we cannot part without renouncing the Point of 
Honour. 

Things were come to this Pafs, when we heard that 
Prince Menzikoff was coming into Livonia, much diffa- 
tisfy’d with what had been tranfafted at Mittau. 

Upon the Report that your Excellency was to accom- 
pany him, I fent a Perfon of Truft to Riga, to compli- 
ment you from me, and acquaint your Excellency with 
all that paffed here, and to beg your Intereft in Favour 
of. the juft Caufe of the Gourlanders. 

But having been inform’d of your Excellency’s flay- 
ing at Petersbourg, 1 wrote to Prince Menzikoff in fuch 
Terms as I thought moft proper to pacify him. The 
Dutchefs of Courland, on her Side, ftrongly folicited 
him in Favour of the Country; but he remain’d ‘in- 
flexible. At his Arrival at Mittau, he affembled the 
Regency, and would force them to call another Diet, to 
annul their Eleftion, and chufe himinmy Room. The 
Chiefs of the Regency are threaten’d to be fent to Sive- 
ria, and the Country to be expofed to the Difcretion of 
Haid Men, in cafe the Diet does not meet within ten 

ys. 

I will not enter into a Difcuffion, whether thefe Me- 
naces are grounded on Juftice ; I leave it to your Ex- 
cellency’s Nedginast 5 but I aver that the Courlanders 
cannot comply with her Imperial Majefty’s Will, what- 
ever their Inclinations may be towards it. Depending 
on Poland, how durft they own another Protettion, 
without expofing themfelves to be lawfully ftripp’d of 
their Privileges? On the other Hand, if they refift the 
Orders which are now given them, they expofe oo 
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Selves to utter Ruin; and if they obey them, they re- 
fhounce their Treaty, their Oaths, and incur, at the 
fame Time, the jutt Indignation of Poland. 

Thefe, Sir, are the Extremities the Courlanders are 
driven to, and they are thus dealt with by Virtue of 
her Imperial Majefty’s Credentials, whereof Prince 
Doethorucky is Bearer. What would the Rufian Empire 
fay, if the People under their Proteftion fhould be 
treated in the like Manner 2 

I do not write to you, Sir, as to a Minifter, but as to 
a Perfon whofe Efteem and Friendfhip I thould be very 
defirous to gain. I flatter myfelf, that which is between 
you and Prince Menzikoff will not hinder you from re- 
fie&ting on the Treatment preparing for the Courlanders, 
which they have never deferv’d by any Step of theirs. 
_ After all, I defire your Excellency to weigh the Con- 
fequences which may refult from all this. If I alone 
was coacern’d in their Prefervation, they might be de-

lith’d at Bruffels the Treaty concluded at Tunis, 
ahe 230 of September 1725, by his Imperial and Catho- 
lick Majefty’s Commiffioners, and the Regency of Tunis, 
by the Mediation of the Ottoman Porte’s Commiffioners, 
by which a free Navigation isre-eftablifhed. This Trea- 
ty has. been pofted up in the ufual Places of the City 
of Bruffls, and confifis in 13 Articles, the Subftance 
whereof is as follows : 
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Abftrakt of the Treaty between the Emperor and the 
, Regency of Tunis.

II. A reciprocal and lafting Safety for the Flags and 
Navigation of both Parties.

IV. The Veffels of Tunis fhall fuffer thofé that have 
the Imperial Flag and Paffport, to pafs and repafé freely 
and without Moleftation. 

V. The Emperor's Subjefts taken by an Enemy’s 
Veffel, who thall be brought to Tunis, fhall be imme- 
diately releas’d. 

VE. No Foreigners found on Board the Veffels of his 
Imperial Majefty, or his Imperial Maijefty’s Subjetts 
found'on Board Foreign Veffels, fhall be made Slaves. 

VI¥. "No Succour or Proteétion fhall be given to Vef- 
fels in Enmity with his Imperial Majefty.. 

VII. The Emperor may eftablifh a Conful at Tynis, 
to give out Certificates, and decide the Differences be- 
tween his Imperial Majefty’s Subjeéts; nor fhall the 
Judges of that Place have Power to intermedile. 

TX. If any Difference happen between a Subjett of 
his Imperial Majefty, and a Turk, it fhall not be deter- 
min’d otherwife than by the Bathaw, Beig, or Governor 
of the Ports. 

X. In Cafe any of the Emperor’s Subjeéts flrikes a 
Turk; he fhall’ not be punifh’d for fo doing, *till after 
the Conful has been made acquainted with it; and if 
fuch Subje& makes his Eftape, the Conful fliall not be 
anfwerable.

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To this Treaty we will fubjoin the following Articles 
of Peace. 


Articles of the Peace concluded the 30th of April, 1726, 
beteween the Roman Emperor’s Minifter, and the Captatn 
Bajfhaw of the Grand Signior, fign’d in the Name of the 
Regency of Tripoli, and containing in Subftance as fol 
lows « 





I.-y* HERE hall be a lafting Peace between the Ro. 
man Emperor and his Subjeéts on one Part, and 


‘ the Regency of Tripoli in Barbary and their Subjeéts on, 


the other Part, and all Hoftilities by Sea and Land hall 
ceafe on either Side ; and in cafe any Ships, Effetts, or, 
Perfons, fhould be taken, the Perfons are to be fet at 
Liberty, and the Ships with their Effects to be reftor’d. 

II, There fhall be a full and entire Liberty of Navi+ 

gation and Commerce, as well at Sea and upon the Ri- 
vers, as by Land; and as for the Commerce,, except the 
prohibited one, it fhall be permitted to all the Subjets 
on both Sides, comprehending. among his Imperial; Ma- 
jefty’s Subjects, not only the Germans, but alfothofe of 
the Auftrian Netherlands, thofe of the Kingdoms of Na 
ples, Calabria, Sicily, thofe of Fiume, Triefte, and other 
Places fituate upon the Adriatick Gulph, and thofe of 
all other Provinces and Dominions belonging to the 
Empire, and the Houfe of Auftria. 
_ TIf. In-Cafe the Ships.of either Party fhould happen 
to be taken by any Stratagem of their Enemies out of 
the reciprocal Ports, neither of them fhall be obliged to 
make them good, if the Governors or Commandants. of 
the Place be not privy to it. 

IV. Thofe of Tripoli thall in no wife moleft the Barks 
or Veffels of the Emperor’s. Subjeéts they fhall meet 
with, provided with Paffports, and carrying their own 
Flags, but thall give them Aid and Affiftance in Cafe 
of Need, let them pafs freely, and ferid on Board their 
Veffels no more Men than the Mafter will admit... The 
fame fhall be obferv’d by the Emperor’s Men of Wary 
with refpect to the Subjetts uf Tripoli. 13 : 

V. In Cafe any Algerine Veffel thould bring into Tri- 

li, or their Territories, any Slaves, Subjegts to the 

mperor, they fhall forthwith be deemed frees ; ; 

VI. If thofe of Tripoli take any Veffel, having on 
Board any of the Emperor’s Subjeés as P 
they fhall not be made Slaves, tho’ they thould be-taken 

an 
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in the Fight, but be fet at Liberty, and have their 
Goods reftor’d tothem: The fame fhall hold with refpeét 
to the Paffengers, Subjetts of Tripoli, that might be tas 
ken. by the Imperialifis on Board an Enemy’s Ship, 
Moreover, all Foreigners, who are not the Emperor's 
Subje&ts, but are under his Flag, fhall be deem’d as 
fuch. ‘ 

VII. It thall in no wife be allow’d, but all Officers and 
Governors, both of the Emperor and the Regency, thall 
be forbidden to permit each other’s Enemies to build 
Ships or fit them out for War in their refpeftive Ports: 
Nor fhall either of the two Parties be allow’d to do it in 
Favour of their Enemies, of what Nation foever. 

VIII. His Imperial Majefty may fettle a Conful in 
the City of Tripoli, who fhal! have the Precedency of 
all other Confuls, and enjoy all the Privileges and Li- 
berties in Ufe amongthem. He may give out Paffports, 
and fhall decide all the Differences that may arife be- 
tween the Emperor’s Subjeéts, nor fhall any other Judges 
have Power to meddle therein. 

IX. As tothe Differences that may arife between the 
Subje&ts of Tropoli, and thofe of the Emperor, his Ex- 
cellency the Bey, Bafhaw, and Dey, fhall be Judge 
thereof; and as to thofe arifing out of Tripoli, the Go- 
vernor-ef the Place fhall decide them. 

X. Any Subje& of the Emperor who fhall ftrike a 
Mahometony fhall not be try’d and punifh’d but in the 
Prefence of the Conful of Tripoli, and after the Crime 
has been averr’d ; and the Conful fhall not be anfwerable 
if the.Criminal fhould efcape. 

XI. This Peace fhall not be broken by any Infringe- 

ment or Contravention whatever ; but al! Violences and 
Oppreffions on either Side, upon clear and unquettiona- 
ble Evidences, fhall be punifh’d in thofe who have done 
the Injury. 
_ XII. In Cafe the Veffels of either Party do Damige 
to thofe of the other, the Aggreffor fhall be feverely 
punifhed ;, whatever has been taken fhall be reftor’d, and 
the Captains turn’d out. 

XIII. If this Treaty fhall happen to be broken, the 
Imperial Conful and his. Retinue fhall be allow’d three 
Months for returning into their Country, without re- 
ceiving any Hindrance or Moleftation. 





~{Thefe Articles having been brought to Tripoli by the 
Grand Signior’s Capigi Bafhaw, the Dey immediately 
to Hh ; called 
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called the Divan, wherein it was refolved to accept the 
Peace conform to thefe Preliminaries, the Articles about 
Reititution excepted. Thofe of Tripo/i would not be 
bound to reftore the Prizes their Privateers might have 
taken fince the figning of the Freaty, nor thofe the 4) 
gerines might have brought into their Port. The Dey 
even pretended to ketp thofe that fhall be made "till the 
Arrival of the Imperial Commiffioners, and infifted 
moreover, that the Emperor fhould hinder the Malte 
from committing Hoftilicies againft them. But as this 
Demand was mide only with a View to be exenipted 
from Reftitutions, ’tis not doubted but the Peace will 
be concluded, netwithftanding all the Efforts of another 
Conful to crofs it, becaufe the Dey has fome Reafon to 
ingratiatc himfelf with the Grand Signior. The Ca

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A particular Account of Mr. John Henley and his 
Oratory. 


Mi’: Fokn Henley has fet up a Proje&t which may 
prove very dangerous to the eftablifh’d Church. 
This Perfon is the Son of a worthy Divine, Re&tor and 
School-mafter at Melton in Leicefterfhire ; and having 
for fome Years aflitted his Father, both as a Curate 
and an Usher, and taken his Degree of Mafter of Arts 
in the Uhiverfity of Cambridge, where he had part of his 
Education, he had a fmall Living beftow’d on him, (at 
Chilmondifion in Suffolk) by the late Lord Chancellor. 
His towering Genius not permitting him to bury him- 
felf ina Country Village, he came up to London about 
feven Vears ago, in order to difplay his bright Parts on 
this grand Theatre of the Weftern World. His Fortune 
being narrow, he at firft labour’d under the Difficulties 
mention’d by Fuvenal, 


Haud facile emergunt, quorum Virtutibus obfiat 
Res angufta domi. Sed Rome durior illis 
Couatus. . , Juven. Sat. IIT, 
However, fiaving a Smattering in the modern Langua- 
ges, he eked out his {mall Income by tranflating for the 
Prefs. His. Succefs fwell’d::his good Opinion of him- 
felf to fuch'a Degree, that he fet up for a Compleat Lin- 
guift, and boldly attempted an Univerfal Grammer of all 
the confiderable Tongues in Being. The fooner to difpatch 
the Work, he undertook to run through a whole Lan- 
guage every Month ; and accordingly begun with pub- 
lifhing his Greek and Latin Grammars: But having laid 
afide that Defign, for Reafons beft known to himfelf, 
he refolved to take a higher Flight, and to enlarge both 
his Fame and his Fortune by a nobler Undertaking. 

Its general Defign is, 

1. To fupply the Wantof an Univerfity, or Univer- 
fal School in this Capital, for the equal Benefit of Per- 
fons of ali Ranks, Profeflions, Circumftances; atid Ca» 
pacities. 

2. To re&tify the Defegts; remove the Pedantry and 
Prejudices, and improve) on the Advantages of all the 
ufual. Methods of Education and Inftitution, Common, 
Scholaftic, or Academical ; Domeftick or Foreign. 


8. To 
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3- To give the readieft Inftitute’ to the three learned 
Faculties, and the Service of Church and State, as well 
as all ufeful and polite Funétions. 

4. To celebrate all Scholaftic and Academical Exerci- 
fes, Orations, Declamations, Difputations, Conferences, 
Communication of Letters of Correfpondence with great 
Men and learned Bodies; as alfo of all Obfervations, 
Difcoveries, Improvements, and Experiments ; Courfes 
and Praxes in the Sciences and Arts, for Knowlege, Bu- 
finefs, or Accomplifhments, and Meetings of the mott 
eminent Men in all liberal Profeflions and Faculties ; to 
bring all the Parts of Knowledge into the narrowe(t 
Compafs, placing them in the cleareft Light, and fixing 
them to the utmoft Certainty.

culiar lafting Honour, Intereft, and Entertainment te 
our Country. 

2. To revive the Athenian, and Roman Schools of Phi- 
lofophy, Rhetoric, and Elocution ; which latt has been 
long fince reckon’d by Pancirol/us (though he liv’d in a 
Country where a Kind of Ation was practis’d) among 

the Artes perdita. 

3. To recover and recommend a genéral Love and 
Study of the Holy Scriptures, as well as an exatt 
Knowledge of, and due Veneration for, the Writers and 
Ages of the Primitive Church, in order to check the 
growing Corruptions of the Times, both in Principle 
and Prattice.

This Advertifement occafion’d various Refle&tions : 
The moft judicious, indeed, look’d upon it as a moft 
extravagant Piece ef Arrogance, for one fingle Perfon 
to fet himfelf in Competition with our two famous 
Univerfities : But however, as Mr. Henley’s Scheme 
feem’d, at firft Blufh, calculated with no other View 
than to improve human Learning and Philofophy, and 
to fettle the Standard of the Engli/h Language, many 
Perfons were inclined to entertain a favourable Opinion 
of it. But it foon appear’d, that Mr. Henley had a deep- 
er Defign in his Thoughts ; and that under Colour of 
an Academy, he intended, to fet up an Oratory, or in 
plain Engilifh, a new Se& ; and confequently to make a 
Schifm from the Church by Law eftablith’d. In order 
thereto, he alter’d the firft Projeftion of his Plan, and 
inform’d the Publick, That on the 3d of ‘uly, the Ora- 
tury would be open’d; That the Fundamental Authority 
of this Inftitution, confider’d as a Church, would be 
the fame with that of all the Modern Churches, that 
is, a legal Liberty of private Judgment in Religion, which 
is the very Principle of the Keformation, the Bafis of all 
the Protefeant Intereft, and the moft valuable Branch of the 
Freedom of our Conftitution.

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who were to be drawn in by a Promife, That if they had 
been Virtuous, or Penitents, they fhould be commemorated. 
Therefore, in the firft Projettion of his Scheme, Mr. 
Henley had eftablith’d a Rule, That none but regifter’d 
Contributors, who had Tickets with Receipts from the 
Inftitutor, or his Order, perpetual, for Years, or a Year, 
or occafional, could be entitled to the Preference in 
Seats 5 the Ufe of which mutt be forfeited, at each Time,

3'The Opening of therOratory, which, as was hinted 
before, was to haveibeen on the 3d, was deferr’d ’till 
Sunday the 1oth of ‘uly. This Delay was, probably, 
occafion’d by the Printing of the Primitive: Liturgy for 
the Ufe of the Oratory. ' 
« This. Liturgy is chiefly a Rhapfody of the Clementine 
Gonftitutions, reviv’d and trump’d up fome Years ago 
by the profefs’d Arian, Mr. Whifton, but exploded long 
before, as a fpurious Interpolation, And this Doughty 
Piece is moft humbly dedicated to all Lovers of their 
Religion, and of their Country; of Truth, Learning, 
Charity, and Moderation ; and to all honeft Admirers of 
the Good Old Da s, of their Beft and Wifeft Forefathers. 
Next to this fhort Dedication, Mr. Henley prefents his 
Readers witha Preface, wherein he flyly endeavours to 
juftify and varnifh over his Schifmatical Inftitution, in 
Manner following, viz. 


N this Effay, the; Method of the ufual Service is 
preferv’d, in Compliance with tha Ufage and Tafte of 
the People, what is fcriptural and primitive is retain’d, 
Prolixity and Repetition are avoided, and the reft fup- 
ply’d from the Word of God, and the moft ancient Li- 
turgy of the Gonftitutions of Clement ; which may juilly 
enough be called, the * Apojftles Common Prayer Book, ha- 
ving been.prov’d in \the main, genuine, and much the 

moft valuable Relique of facred Antiquity. 
The Religion of the Oratory is that of the Primitive

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* Note, (lays the Author) whenever a Prayer, &c. is

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they are approv’d: by Parliament, 1 Elix.cap.1. And 
the Senfe and. Praétice of the Primitive Fathers in Dis 
vine Worfhip, is'eftablifhed by the Church of England, 
as the beft Rule, Zo de efpecially, and before all. Things 
obferved ; that is, even before her own Rules and Prattice, 
if they fhould happen to depart from the Original Standard, 
Hom. 1. Concerning the Sacrament, Part 1. So that the 
Church of England is really with us, we appeal to her 
own Principles, and we fhall not deviate frome her, unlefs 
fhe deviates from herfelf, and thofe very primitive Ba. 
thers and Councils which fhe profefles to receives. 

In the firft Ages of the Church we. make-this Diffe. 
rence, we pay the greateft Deference.to:the moftancienty 
So that if a Contradiétion be demonftrated, between the 
Senfe of a former and a fubfequernt Period in thife 
Times, we do, cateris paribus, prtfer the former. We 

rofefs to ufe, as far as we are allow’d, any Primitive 

iturgy, that falls:within that Compafsof Time. But 
as antiently, all the Forms of Prayer do not appear t% 
have been written, we do not think the Ufe of a Written 
Form to be, in.itfelf, effential.. The oldeft Chriftians cons 
vey’d feveral of their Forms of Prayer, as well as: of 
Faith, by Oral Tradition ; concealing them in a, more 
myfterious Manner, to prevent their Abufe and Propha« 
nation by the Heathens, as well as for other Reafonss 
Forms they were, fettled Modes of exprefliing their De- 
votion and Belief, in reality ; tho” not always or necefs 
farily written, but communicated by Word of Moutitr to 
the Meuruyévo: or the Initiated, thofe, who were admitted 
to Baptifm, and the Holy Communion. 





The moft perfe&t Chriftiant Worthip is that which, by: — 


the general Teftimony of the firft Ages, appears to be 
moft fuitable to the Will of Chrift and his Apoftles: 
Till. that can be perfeétly had, this Liturgy is offer’ 

as one Step towards it. The Knowledge of their Willis 
obligatory on the Confcientce of every Chriftian, and the 
Univerfal Style and Confent of the ancient Liturgiesand 
Writers, is a Demonftration of their Will, equally as’ 
we believe the like Teftimony to prove the Canon of 
the New Teftament. To deny this Evidence, will inva- 


lidate our Bibles; and Corruption, Error, Infidelity, 


and Atheifm, are the natural Confequences of ‘dep: 
ftom Primitive Chriftianity. ~

Hypothefis ef our own, upon that Title, as others do, 
but appeal to the antient Writers, Faéts, and Traditional 
Dottrines themfelves, and the Confent of thofe Writers, 
we efteem the beft Comment on the New Teftament. 

If any Perfon enquires what Perfuafion we adhere to, 
in Point of Church-Government, that was in Being at 
the Revolution, (tho’ itis not neceflary that our Perfua- 
fion fhould be then in being, ai] Proteftants being equal- 
ly indulged, and no particular Syftems being defin’d, or 
limited by Parliament) it is, that of thofé who judge 
themfelves not to depend on other Congregations. 

This we maintain, “till a neceflary Dependency is 
ovate from the Primitive Writers. This, and the 

ight of judging for our felves in Religion, and other 
Reafons we have to plead, will as fully anfwer any 
ae of Schifm upon us, as it will vindicate all other 

eftants, in being Diffenters from the Church of Rome. 
Let me add, by the Way, that the Primitive Church 
was, or pretended to be, in Being, at and before the 
Revolution, fince every Sect did then pretend to be pri- 
mitive; and feveral of their leading Men argu’d on 
our Principles, that is, they made the Confent of the 
Antients, the beft Evidence, next to Scripture: We 
hold no Principle, that was not held by fome of them 
at and before that Time, fo that our Scheme is far from 
being Novel, or giving Rife to a New Seét. Tho’ it is 
certain, that one Man is at Liberty to offer and purfue 
his Senfe of Antiquity, as much as another, provided 
he a&ts conformably to the Laws of the Kingdom. 

No Perfonal Refleftions, Railing, or Inveftives on 
thofe who differ from us, thall ever enter the Difqni- 
fitions of the Oratory. All the Weapons we profels to 
ule, ave thofe of Learning Reafon, and univerfal Charity. 

There is nothing in our Scheme, which tends to Hete- 
rodoxy or ae na ae : ‘Thofe could never have tainted 
any Ecclefiaftical Inftitution, was cach adjufied by the 
Primitive Standard. 

- The other Parts of our Liturgy fhali be occafionally 
gy and the Points, in which the modern Chur-~ 
differ from the primitive, with the Rationale of 
t fhat! be hereafter difplay’d. The ancient 
Forms of ebrating the Sacrifice of the Altar, are fo 
noble, fo juft, fublime, and perfectly harmonious, that 
the Change, alas! has been made to an unfpeakable 
Difadvantage!  °* ; 
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To conclude, No Man can be an Enemy to this Infti- 
tution, who is either a Chriftian, or a Friend to Reli- 
gion. It is defign’d to give Offence or Difturbance to 
none, but be a common Benefit to all the World. If 
Science and Literature, if Love of Truth, if Candour, 
impartial Thinking, Confcience, Peace, and Liberty, 
be valuable Things, they are promoted and afferted to 
the lait Degree, in the Plan of the Oratory.

This Preface opens a large Field for Animadverfions ; 
But we thall only here curforily obferve, that Mr. Hen- 
ley frankly owns, he fets up a Primitive Church, indepen- 
dent on all other Congregations ; and that, as the Gle- 
mentine Conftitutions (the main Foundation of his new 
fangled Liturgy) were calculated for the Propagation of 
Arianifm ; fo his paying fo great Deference to Tradi- 
tional Evidence, and his lamenting the Difufe of the an- 
cient Forms of celebrating the Sacrifice of the Altar, or in 
plain Englifh, the Mafs, ftrongly favour of Popery : Nor 
can any Body doubt of this, who looks upon his Rubricks, 
which like thofe of the Roman Catholick Liturgies, are 
printed in Red Charaéters, to the Effet following:

Thefe Rubricks, or Regulations, as well as the Pre- 
face, afford abundance of Matter for Speculation and 
RefleStion : But we fhall only take Notice, at prefent, 
that the Inftitutor of this new Seét, feems to ane

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and referve to. himfelf and his Succeffors, a Power and 
Authority, in fome Meafure, adequate to that of the 
Roman Pontiff. 

After the Rubricks appears. the Liturgy itfelf, which 
is ufher’d in by fome Scripture Sentences, and thea 
come the Exhortation, Confeffion, and Abfolution, alfo in 
Scriptural Words. After thefe, the Lord’s Prayer and 
the Doxology: But "tis worth Obfervation, «hat this 
laft is attended with a fhrewd Marginal Note, viz. That 
(inftead of Glory be to the Father, and to the Son, &c.) fome 
(medning profefs’d Arians) fay the old Doxology, 
be to the Father, through the Son, in (dy) the Holy Ghoft, 
But Mr. Henley does not yet prefume to decide this 5 or, 
which is almoft tantamount, He does not yet prefume 
openly to delare for Arianifm. 

The firft Service clofes with a Dedication ef our 
felves and one another to the Living God, thro’ his Chrift, 
which are all Arian Expreflions ; and the fecond begins 
with a fhort Scripture Litany, comprehending all the Mat- 
ter of the largér : But to make amends for the Brevity of 
this Litany, the Inftitutor vouchfafes to over-look the

and Repetition s and ont of the Clementine Conftitutions, 
gives us the great Apoftolical Thankfgiving and Adora- 
tion, which contains full fifteen Pages, and makes up at 
leaft one Half of his Liturgy. That entire Rap

only infert hére the Conclugen of it, which is as fol 
And the bright Hoft of Angels, and the intelle@tual 
irits fay to Palmoni, (Dan. viii. 13.) There is but one 
ly Being, and the Holy Seraphim, together with the 
Six wing’d ‘Gherubim, who fing to thee their triumphal 
Song, cry out with never-ceafing Voices, Holy, Holy, 
Holy Lord God of Hofts, Heaven and Earth are full of 
thy Glory ; and the other Multitudes of the Orders, An- 
gels, Arch-Angels, Thrones, Dominions, Principali- 
ties, Authorities and Powers, cry aloud, and fay, Bleffed 
be the Glory of the Lord out of his Place.

Several Encouragers of the Academy of the Oratory 
not returning to Town foon enough at the Beginning of 
the Week to be prefent at the Tuefday Leftures, and both 
that Day and Thurfday having Poft Nights, it is defir’d, 
that the fiid Le&tures be fix’d on Wednefdays ; on which 
Days, during the Remainder of the Summer-Seafon, they

and the Academical Lef&ture next Wednefday, on the 
Languages ancient and modern ; that if there happen 
to be any material Objeftions in Pamphlets, Gc. they 
would be cenfur’d in the Oratory. That Mifreprefen- 
tations and Perfonal Refle&tions, which were all the Ob- 
jeStions hitherto, requir’d no Anfwer ; andif any Thing 
was put out hereafter that anfwer'd itfelf, it need no 
‘farther Reply. A Week after, (Auguft 13th) the Infti- 
tutor, with his ufual Modefty, inform’d the Publick, 
That next Wednefday, the Academical Lefture would 
be on the Elements of Hiftory, ancient and modern ; 
and that the Oratory would go through all that is or 





ought to be taught in Learned Schools, or Univerfities, 
or by Tutors, or Profeffors, in the cleareft and moft im- 
prov’d Manner.

I will not fubjoin the next *Verfe, for no Man can 
-guefs what Length, Ajfurance on the one Side, and the 
Love of Novelty on the other, may carry the Delufion. 
But thus far have I given a fair and impartial Account 
of the Oratory and its Inftitutor ; if not according to 
the ftri&teft Rules of Hiftory, at leaft according to thofe 
of Rhetorick ; fince I have follow’d them through the 
trite Common-Places of,
